Jeremiah O'Connell, assistant 
and acting Chief of Police, was pro- 
moted by the Police Board today 
to the office of Chief, effective 
immediately. He has been serving 
as head of the Police ‘Department 
since Chief James J. Mitchell was 
reduced in rank, at his own re- 
quest, Dec. 26.

Mitchell's request for reduction 
followed. a suggestion which, it 
was learned since, came from Gov. 

The Governor 
decided that a change in the of- 
fice of chief would tend to pro- 
mote harmony between the Police 
Board's head, H. Sam Priest, then 
lately appointed, and the other 
members of the board. O'Connell's 
position as aSsistant chief, and 
his record, made him a natural 
selection for the vacancy. 

His Advance in Department. 

O'Connell, 56 years old, entered 
the Police Department in 1915. As 
a patrolman, he walked a beat in 
the old Third District, south of 
Chouteau avenue. Later he was 
transferred to the Detective Bu- 
reau. He became a lieutenant in 
December, 1933, and was promoted 
to Assistant Chief of Detectives in 
February, 1934. 

He was made a captain in Jan- 
wary, 1943, and was placed in 
charge of Central District. In 

mber 1945 he was made as- 
sistant chief of police, under 
Chief Mitchell, who then had been 
head of the department for two 


and a half. Misahal, 
ommended him os promotion of 


assistant chief. 
In the Detective Bureau, O’Con- 


nell sétved with John Carroll, 
later chief of detectives, and two, 
others, in a night-riding quartet 
known as the Gang Busters. They 
broke up an Italian gang which 
fiourished for a time in the late 
1920s. Later, when Carroll was 
chief of detectives, O'Connell was 
the bureau's contact man, and 
gmootited out some matters in 
which the chief, a frank and some- 
times violent talker, needed a 
more diplomatic spokesman. 
O’Connell took part in the po- 
lice investigation of the Bucking- 
ham Hotel Annex fire on Dec. 5, 
1927, in which seven lives were 
lost. Admissions of two employes, 
obtained more than two years aft- 
er the fire. showed that the fire 
was set purposely, in a plot to 
collect insurance. Three men 
were sentenced to life imprison- 


ment. 
Fought Gamblers. 

As captain of Central District, 
he warred on gamblers and vio- 
lators of the vice laws. He was 
in close touch with the labor situ- 
ation in the downtown area, and 
kept a firm curb on disorder in- 
cident to strikes. 

Tall and slender, with gray hair 
and blue eyes, the new chief is 
known for his quick Irish wit, 
and his readiness in give-and-take

FREEZER PRICE CUT 
10 PCT.; MOVE FOR 
‘A SENSIBLE POLICY’ 


$50 Reduction in Food Locker 
Unit—Bicycle Prices 
Cut. 


FOND DU LAC, Wis., Jan. 23 
(AP)—A reduction of $50 in the 
price of food freezers, the first in 
the industry since postwar pro- 
duction began, was announced 
yesterday by the Sanitary Refrig- 
erator Co. The actiaqn.cut 10 per 
cent off the price of the firm’s 
$500 farm locker plant unit. 

B. K. Miller, president of the 
company, said that “we believe 
that the pent-up demand for 
quick-freeze equipment, which 
was so hard to get during the 
war, can be turned into a steady, 
long-term market by a sensible 
low-price policy. Somebody has 
to make the first move.” 


DAYTON, O., Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Price reductions ranging from 50 
eents to $1 at the retail level of 
six models of bicycles were an- 
nounced yesterday by the Huff- 
man Manufacturing Co. 

J. M. Huffman Jr., president, 
described it as the first price cut 
in the bicycle industry. “A stop 
must be put to spiraling increase 
of prices if the bicycle industry, 
and industry in general, aré to 
avoid pricing themselves out of 
reach of consumer pocketbooks,” 
he said.

English Authorities Say Social 
Democrats Polled Most Ballots 
in District Elections. 
LONDON, Jan. 23 (AP)—The 
British Control Commission for 
Germany and Austria said today 
it was going steadily forward with 
socialization of key Industries in 
the British zone of Germany on 
the assumption that the Germans 
already have approved the pro- 
gram in principle by their votes 
in local elections. 
Commenting on a statement by 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, United 
States commander, that he felt 
the British would “permit the Ger- 
mens to express their will freely” 
on socialization in, the British 
zone, recently merged economical- 
ly with the American, a spokes- 
man for the Control Commission 
said: ; 
“Our attitude is that Gen. Mc- 
Narney’s wish has already been 
met in the Kreis (district) elec- 
tions in the British zone, in which 
the largest poll was that of the 
Social Democratic party, whose 
platform specifically included so- 
cialization.”

ABORPEACEPLAN 


Action Follows Untabling 
of Mayor’s Invitation to 
Reconsider Opposition 
to Toledo Setup. 


A proposal for the appointment 
of a committee to explore various 
labor peace plans for the St. Louis 
area was defeated by delegates to 
the CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cil, 53 to 36, at a semi-monthly 
meeting last night at 1722 Wash- 
ington avenue. 

The action followed the un- 
tabling of Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann’s invitation to the CIO to 
reconsider its opposition to his 
proposed industrial peace plan, 
modeled on the successful Toledo 
Plan. The Mayor’s letter was 
tabled at a council meeting Oct. 
23 


After the Mayor’s invitation was 
reopened for discussion, James F. 
Feeney Jr., vice president of Local 
25, United Auto Workers, moved 
that a committee of six delegates 
be appointed to investigate labor 
peace plans and draw up a pro- 
gram which might be workable in 
the St, Louis industrial area. 
heated debate fdllowed after 
Feeney suggested that e leave 
the Mayor’s plan out of it and 
draw up one of’ our own.” 

Delegates supporting the mo- 
tion for the appointment of an 
investigating committee contended 
it was ridiculous for the council 
arbitrarily to reject the idea of a 
peace plan without investigation. 

Opponents, led by Robert Logs- 
don, organizer for the United 
Electrical Workers, and Joseph 
Appelbaum and Thomas Morley, 
United Gas, Coke & Chemical 
Workers, protested that labor was 
being stampeded into labor peace 
plans, which, they asserted, will 
lead toward compulsory arbitra- 
tion, The opponents argued that 
St. Louis has been relatively free 
of strikes, that labor and man- 
agement can settle its disputes, 
and that the United States Con- 
ciliation Service and the National 
Labor Relations Board are ade- 
quate mediators when required. 

A suggestion that the movement 
for a labor peace plan in St. 
Louis was backed by international 
representatives and regional di- 
rectors of the CIO, rather than by 
the local memberships, prolonged 
the debate. Speakers criticized 
such caucus actions by interna- 
tiorial union representatives. 

Other business of the meeting 
included announcement of a CIO- 
sponsored. conference Feb. 2 at 
DeSoto Hotel for a discussion of 
wages, housing and _ anti-labor 
legislation. An emergency commit- 
tee is to be appointed to oppose 
labor legislation introduced in the 
Missouri Legislature. 


Ex-G.I. Seeks Congressman’s Help; 
He Can’t Get U.S. to Stop Pension 


John G. Scott, former § S8t. 
Louisan now living in New York, 
whose appeals to the Veterans’ 
Administration to stop sending 
him monthly disability pension 
checks for a supposed eye injury 
while jn the Army went unheeded, 
has asked his Congressman _ to 
help him return the checks to the 
United States Treasury. The 
checks total $344.17. 

Representative Frederic R. 
Coudert Jr., New York, recently 
received the batch of checks from 
Scott with a letter explaining his 
efforts to get the Veteran’s Ad- 
ministration to cease its gen- 
erosity and appealing to him to 
return the checks to the Treasury 
Department. Coudert Gaid he 
“would be glad to persuade the 
Treasury to take the checks and 
destroy them.” 

Scott, son of the late John R. 
Scott, who was president of the 
Chain of Rocks-Kingshighway 
Bridge Co., said he had written 
to the Veterans’ Administration 
in May 1946, stating he was re- 


) 


ceiving monthly checks of $35; 
that he was not entitled to them 
because he had received no in- 
jury while in the Army, and that 
the checks were not being cashed. 
He said that late in 1944, while 
stationed at Drew Field, Tampa, 
Fla., he had been struck in the 
eye by a football, : 

He said he was-in the hospital 
for a few days for treatment, but 
“by my standards, my eyes are 
perfect. I don’t need the checks.” 
Despite assurances that the 
monthly checks would be stopped, 
they continued to arrive and 
were increased to $42 a month 
last September, he said.

CHASE IN COUNTY: 


5 CAPTURED 


Iowa Pair Trapped in 
Kirkwood After Escape 
From Troopers at Mer- 
amec Airport — 26 
Shots Fired in Race. 


A spectacular six-mile chase on 
Highway 66 and across Meramec 
Airport ended late yesterday in 
Kirkwood when _ state troopers 
shot and killed a former convict 
wanted for a series of automobile 
thefts, burglaries and robberies. 
His 19-year-old wife, who told po- 
lice she had helped her husband 
in his crime career, was captured. 
At least 26 shots were fired dur- 
ing the chase, 

The dead man is Laurel Joseph 
Paulson, 29 years old, of Spencer, 
Ia., who had served three prison 
terms for larceny, burglary and 
automobile theft. His wife, Mrs. 
Dolores Maxine Paulson, who said 
she is the mother of three chil- 
dren by a.previous marriage, was 
held in Kirkwood jail on burglary 
and larceny charges. 


Speeds of 85 Miles an Hour. 


The Paulsons, in their stolen 
green Buick coach, and the pursu- 
ing Troopers Vincel E. Maxey and 
Herman A. Ellenberger, in a state 
highway patrol car, attained 
speeds of 85 miles an hour at 
times during the chase on the 
busy highway. 

Paulson tried to shoot the 
troopers but the bullets in his re- 
volver failed to fit properly be- 
cause they were made for a 
smaller caliber automatic pistol 
and the hammer was faulty, po- 
lice discovered later. Mrs. Paul- 
son also carried a loaded re- 
volver, but did not use it, al- 
though her husband begged her 
to fire. 

The chase began at 4:30 o’clock 
when Troopers Maxey and Ellen- 
berger, on patrol near Meramec 
Airport, noticed the bdach with

Paulsons going west in Highway 
66. They stopped the car for a 
routine chet after Paulson 
turned north in Bowles avénué. 

Trooper Maxey walked to the 
left door and his partner to the 
rig rear of the automobile. 
Pauison opened the door and 
asked, “What’s the trouble?” 
Maxey asked to see his title or 
registration certificate for the 
auto, Paulson said he had none. 


Start of Chase. 
Told to get out of the automo- 


door shut and sped away. Maxey 
fire‘ a shot at the car as it pulled 
away. Then the troopers got in 
their automobile and chased the 
Paulsons north in Bowles to 
Larkin-Williams road, a dead-end 
road ending in Meramec Airport. 

When he reached the muddy air- 
field, Paulson kept on for about 
150 yards, heading toward the 
main gate. But his automobile 
skidded to a stop, facing the ap- 
proaching patrol car. Troopers 
Maxey and Ellenberger got out 
with revolvers in hand and walked 
toward the automobile. 


Paulson and his wife crouched 
in their seats. Then Paulson put 
his automobile in reverse and 
backed it up. He turned toward 
the airport entrance as the troop- 
ers fired. At the entrance, Paul- 
son turned east into Highway 66. 

The troopers ran back to their 
car and chased the Paulsons at 
high speed to Geyer road, where 
Paulson turned off the highway.

He said 
Lamb was a member of the na- 
tional committee and of the na- 
tional legal advisory board of the 
International Labor Defense, an 
organization Thomas said “serves 
as the legal arm of the Commu- 
nist party.”

SENATOR MURA 
URGES CAUTION 
LABOR CONTROL 


Says ‘We Cannot Mix 
Statesmanship With 
Hysteria’ — For Media- 
tion, Not Force. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Senator Murray (Dem.), Montana, 
said today that a labor relations 
mediation setup without power of 
compulsion could do more to in- 
sure industrial peace than a “law 
with teeth in it.” 

Murray testified before the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee, which he 
headed last year. 

Urging a -go-slow approach to 
the labor relations problem, Mur- 
ray said: 

“We cannot mix statemanship 
with hysteria. We cannot ap- 
proach the vital and delicate prob- 
lems of labor relations in an at- 
mosphere of emotionalism and 
confusion, : 

“We cannot afford to forget 
that industrial strife in this coun- 
try is not new; that we have lived 
through other periods of labor 
unrest, survived and been stronger 
for the ordeal; and that our ex- 
periences of today have had their 
counterpart, not only in earlier 
periods of-our history, but in 
every other industrial civilization 
of the world.” 

He confined his testimony to 
support of a resolution he intro- 
duced with eight other Demo- 
cratic Senators. It provides for 
a thorough labor study by a 20- 
man “temporary labor relations 
commission.”

A 35-year-old brunette, identi- 
fied as Mrs. Opal Dixon, who held 
up the United.

Co. here the day after Christmas 
was in custody at Des Moines, Ia., 
today for a similar holdup of the 
Des Moines Bank and Trust Co.

Arrested a few minutes after 
the robbery, as she walked out of 
a nearby building, the woman at 
first denied the holdup, but ad- 
mitted it after Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents recovered 
from a washroom in the building 
most of the $2950 she had taken 
from the bank. She then admit- 
ted the $582 St. Louis holdup. 

The woman, mother of two teen- 
age married daughters, was con- 
nected with the St. Louis robbery 
within minutes after the Des 
Moines holdup, through circulars 
which the St. Louis FBI office had 
sent to federal agencies through- 
out the country. 

Oftice Here Suggests Search. 

Gerald B. Norris, chief FBI 
agent here, told the Post-Dispatch 
he was notified of the woman's 
arrest by the Des Moines FBI of- 
fice immediately after she was 
taken in custody. Informed that 
she had no money on her person, 
he suggested a check of wash- 
rooms in the building where she 
was arrested, recalling she had 
disposed of a money wrapper in 
a fruit store washroom near the 
United bank here.

Truman and Family Enter Theater 
Despite Anti-Segregation Pickets 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Eight pickets failed to keep the 
Truman family and their party 
from a performance of “Blossom 
Time” at the National theater last 
night. 

The “Committee for Racial De- 
mocracy in the Nation’s Capital” 
promptly issued a statement as- 
serting Press Secretary Charles 
Ross and the: Secret Service had 
sought to “effect the sneak en- 
trance of the President of the 
United States into a Jim Crow 
theater.” 

The pickets, protesting against 
refusal of the theater to admit 
Negroes, were herded to one side 
by police along with others on the 
sidewalk when the President, Mrs. 
Truman, their daughter Margaret 
and a group of her friends ar- 
rived. 

Without looking at the seven 
sign-carrying white men and one 
Negro, the Trumans walked in 
through the main entrance.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
The Department of Justice said 
today that the famous portal pay 
suit of the Mount Clemens (Mich.) 
Pottery Co. employes should be 
dismissed unless new evidence 
gives more substance to their 


claims. 

It was the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in this case which touched 
off the current series of portal 
pay suits, now aggregating more 
than four billion dollars. 

The Justice Department took its 
stand in a brief filed with United 
States District Judge Frank A. 
Picard, the trial judge whose orig- 
inal finding in favor of the pottery 
employes was sustained by the 
Supreme Court. The brief was 
filed with Judge Picard in New 
York, where he is ng cases, 
but copies were made available to 
reporters here. Picard made the 
portal pay ruling in Detroit, 
where he normally sits. 

Principle of “Controlled” Time. 


The principle he set forth—and 
which the Supreme Court upheld— 
is that workers are entitled under 
the Wage-Hour (40-hour week) 
Act to pay for time “controlled” 
by employers. That means time 
spent on the company’s property 
in preparing for actual productive

work as well as the time spent in 
productive work itself. 

Although upholding «the prin- 
ciple, the Supreme Court directed 
that Judge Picard still must de- 
cide the amount of claims to be 
allowed workers. 

The Justice Department's posi- 
tion, in effect, is that ag the rec- 
ord now stands the amount of 
time the Mount Clemens employes 
spent in preparing for work is s0 
trifling that it. is unworthy of 
consideration, By that argument, 
the amount of claims the workers 
would be entitled to is zero. 

However , the Justice Depart- 
ment said Judge Picard should 
take further evidence to determine 
whether more time is involved 
than has been brought out in the 
legal proceeding thus far. 

As things now stand, the. brief, 
declared: 

“It is submitted that if the find- 
ings of this court, based upon the 
evidence, do not disclose periods 
of preliminary activity of longer 
duration than those appearing in 
the present record, the de minimis 
rule would be applicable and 
therefore, the action should be dis- 
missed.” (The de minimis rule 
means literally, “the law does not 
concern itself with trifles.”’) 


“Friend of the Court.” 


The Justice Department inter- 
vened as a “friend of the court.” 
This is a legal proceeding whereby 
a party with an indirect interest is 
sometimes allowed to be heard in 
a case not involving him directly. 
Testimony before congressional 
committees has been that the 
Government's indirect interest, 
through effects of the ruling on 
other cases, may run into billions 
of dollars in taxes and in revision 
of war contract terms. 

The Department said that the 
Supreme Court left to the district 
court (Judge Picard) the decision 
as to whether any of the walking 
and “make-ready” activities in- 
volves a “substantial measure of 
time” and said: 

“In making its findings on this 
question, the court should take 
into account not only the per- 
centage relationship that a par- 
ticular period of preliminary activ- 
ity bears to the work week or 
the work day, but also the effect 
of the decision in view of the 
realities of the industrial world. 

“The evidence appearing in:the 
record before the Supreme Court 

suggests that each period devoted 
to preliminary activities by the 
claimants may properly be re- 
garded as yithin the de minimis 
rule, 

“However, that record may be 
regarded as inadequate to disclose 
all factors necessary to the court's 
decision. It is suggested that exe- 
cution of the mandate would war- 
rant the taking of additional evi- 
dence in order to make the speci- 
fic findings directed by the 
Supreme Court.” 

The Department said no period 
of walking or “make-ready” time 
disclosed in the record of the 
case “was of sufficient duration 
to be regarded as substantial’ 
oe Says Exclusion Is Required 

The Supreme Court's opinion, 
the Government contended, re- 
quires the exclusion of much of 
the walking and make-ready time 
involved under the de minimis 
doctrine.

Senate Investigation. 


The Senate War Investigating 
Committee inquired at length last 
summer into relations between the 
Garssons and May.

The Garssons organized 19 firms 
into a combine which received 
more than $78,000,000 in war con- 
tracts. Joseph Freeman was 
Washington representative for the 
group. 

May actively pressed War De- 
partment officials to give con- 
tracts to the Garsson firms. 

May never testified publicly at 
the Senate committee’s hearings 
but acknowledged in public state- 
ments that he interceded with the 
War Department in behalf of the 
Garsson firms. He said he never 
received any payment and was 
motivated solely by a desire to ald 
the war effort.

Haden said his bill, which would 

‘existing laws concerning 
rbftration and enact new pro- 
viniouk: primarily was designed to 
apply to arbitration of labor dis- 
putes, but could apply to such 
settlement of any other contro- 
versy. He said it was patterned 
after a New York law. 

The bill authorizes’ voluntary 
agreements to arbitrate any dis- 
putes which may arise between 
parties, or between employers and 
employes. On failure of either 
party to the agreement to submit 
to arbitration, if a dispute arose, 
the other could apply to the Cir- 
cuit Court for enforcement of the 
agreement, 

The Circuit Court could order 
the arbitration to proceed and, if 
terms of the agreement ag to ap- 
pointment of arbitrators were not 
carried out, could appoint the ar- 
‘bitrators. The award of the arbi- 
trators would be subject to re- 
view by the Circuit Court, and 
provision is made for appeal to 
the higher courts.

Several members told a reporter 
they think this should be one of 
the first big projects of the com- 
mittee under G.O.P. guidance, 

While the committee is com- 
mitted to “exposing and ferreting 
out”. Communists and their sym- 
pathizers in government, Chair- 
man J. Parnell Thomas (Rep.), 
New Jersey, plans to move in an- 
other direction first. 

“The first order of business will 
have to be something else,” Thom- 
as told reporters, “It is as hot as 
a hot potato and will break in 
about two weeks.” He gave no 
clues, even to rank and file com- 
mittee members, as to what he 
has in mind, 

Various members named two 
reasons why they think a quick 
look at the State Department 
might be in order: 

1, Under a new secretary, 
George C. Marshall, it is logical 
to assume there will be some re- 
organization. And a new broom 
might sweep out more Com- 
munists or Communist sym- 
pathizers than an old one. 

2. The department looks like 
a fertile field for an inquiry be- 
cause of the indictment here this 
week of one of its employes, Carl 
Aldo Marzani. Marzani was ac- 
cused of making false state- 
ments in denying Communist 
connections when he transferred 
to the department from the war- 
time Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices, 

The department still is screening 
and investigating some 3000 em- 
ployes who came to it from other 
government agencies, It has ac- 
knowledged that one has been 
fired and several others have been 
asked to resign. 

One committee member said: 

“Fifty-three more people are un- 
der suspicion, It looks like a good 
place for us to start weeding out 
the Communists.” 

Investigations of “subversive in- 
fluences” in Hollywood, unions, 
schools and the Government were 
ordered yesterday by the com- 
mittee. 

At its first meeting, the com- 
mittee also agreed to: 

Put agents on the trail of 
groups and movements “trying 

to dissipate our atomic bomb 
know-how.” 

Start a backfire against “sub- 
versive propaganda” through 
frequent and regular reports to 
the people. 

Rehire Robert E. Stripling to 
head its staff as clerk and chief 
investigator. Stripling, a pro- 
tege of former Chairman Martin 
Dies (Dem.), Texas, was with 
the committee from the time it 
was created in 1938 until he 
was drafted into the Army two 
years. ago. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Mayor Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minneapolis is so keen on the 
idea that city teamwork can mean 
labor peace that he is determined 
to try it out for himself .

Humphrey told about some of 
his uses of the committee idea: 

He was swamped with com- 
plaints from city employes, mem- 
bers of an AFL union. He put an 
AFL man on the Civil Service 
Commission to let “him wrestle 
it out,” 

A CIO union had organized city 
welfare workers, Humphrey put a 
CIO man on the Minneapolis Wel- 
fare Board, 

“We've found that these people 
really have the public interest at 
heart when we've approached 
them as mature. citizens and 
asked them to help tackle a prob- 
lem,” said the mayor. 

He said his city has about 100,- 
000 union members out of a 550,- 
000 population, 

“I feel we're all looking for the 
right answer when we get into a 
jam,” he said.

SHORT WAVE TUBE, 


USED TO JAM RADAR" 
OF GERMANS, SHOWN 


BERKELEY, Calif. Jan. 23 
(AP)—A tremendously powerful 
ultra-short wave generator that 
was used to jam German radar 
systems durign Allied air raids 
and that may give television and 
other kinds of radio a big boost 
in efficiency was shown publicly 
for the first time today, 

This new type of radio transmit- 
ting tube, the resnatron, is the in- 
vention of Dr. D. H. Sloan and 
Dr. L. C. Marshall, University of 
California, electrical engineers. It 
was developed under wartime gov- 
ernmental secrecy at the West- 
inghouse Laboratories, East Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., in collaboration with 
Dr. W. W. Salisbury. 

It is a copper-skinned tube 
something like the heart of an 
X-ray machine. It is about one 
foot high and about a foot in 
diameter at its widest part. Two 
of these tubes hooked up to a 
horn-shaped antenna made of 
chicken wire blacked put German 
radar stations in an area 15 miles 
wide and 300 miles long, forming 
a path of comparative safetly for 
American and British bombers on 
some of their most destructive 
raids. 

The resnatron is so powerful 
that ordinary electric light bulbs 
explode when held in the invisible 
beam of radiation which it pro- 
duces. 

There is one other powerful 
ultra-short wave transmitter, the 
magnetron, which is the vital part 
of American radar. The magne- 
tron enabled Army radar men to 
make contact with the moon. The 
resnatron, however, does some-

Today Marshall conferred with 
President Truman for 20 minutes 
in what he said was a routine 
discussion of State Department 
matters.

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PRIEST WARNS USS. 
S IN THE MIDST 
OF ATOMIC. BOMB 


Father Conway Says if 
U.N. Negotiations 
Break Down, ‘People 
Had Better Light Out 
for Hills.’

The top-priority problem facing 
the American people today is to 
obtain factual information about 
atemic energy and to strain every 


fiber within them to halt the 
atomic bomb armament race 
among the leading nations of the 
world, the Rev. Edward A. Con- 
way, 8S. J. said last night. 

He spoke at the third meeting 
of the St. Louis Citizens’ Commit- 
tee for Atomic Energy Informa- 
tion at the Kings-Way Hotel. The 
priest, who was the official dele 
gate of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference to the United 
Nations Assembly, said the ignor- 
ance of the American people about 
atomic energy was appalling. 

“Americans are taking refuge in 
escapist thinking,” he said. “You 
will hear them say, ‘We'll find a 
defense for the atomic bomb,’ or 
‘We'll be able to keep our secret 
of atomic energy; the scientists 
will find a way.’ 

“Wishful Thinking.” 


“Tat is also wishful thinking. 
We are in the middie of one of 
the most terrifying armament 
races the world has ever seen, and 
the monopoly the United States 
now has on atomic energy is only 
a temporary thing. It cannot last. 
At the most we have eight years 
before some other industrial na- 
tion will be able to produce the 
same bomb, scientists tell us. It 
could be that some nation will 
have a bomb -as good or better 
than ours in three years. 

“This is a fearful thing. Once 
another nation has the bomb, 
there will be quite a temptation 
to drop it. When it is generally 
known that another nation has 
the bomb, international tensions 
will grow and the first nation to 
lose its head will loose its bombs.” 

Father Conway, who was an or- 
ganizer of the national Committee 
on Atomic Energy Information and 
new is an instructor at St. Louis 
University School of Labor and 
Institute of Social Sciences, re- 
called the pylicy adopted at the 
Dec. 4 meeting of the St. Louis 
information committee. This was 
to stimulate public concern and in- 
terest in international control of 
atomic energy. Establishment of 
‘such an agency of control, it was 
pointed out, depends on the sup- 
port of an informed and vigorous 
public. 

Americans ‘Jack-Rabbitty.’ 

He said the task the committee 
has outlined for itself is of tre- 
mendous impoFtance, because “the 
tendency of the American people 
is to be jack-rabbitty—they jump 
from one idea to’ another, giving 
each one only academic interest.” 

“You've got to keep atomic en- 
ergy in the forefront of people's 
consciousness,” he said, shaking 
his forefinger toward the audience, 
each member of which represented 
a civic organization which is par- 
ticipating in the dissemination of 
atomic energy information under 
the direction of the information 
committee. 

“In the speeches your speakers 
are called on to make, it must be 
repeated that there is no defense 
against atomic bombs, there is no 
use for preparedness. If negotia- 
tions im the United Nations Secu- 
rity Council ever break down, the 
people had better light out for 
the hills.” 

He laughed as he said: “I know 
where I'm going. I have a sister 
whose husband is a coal miner. 
The shaft he works in is 365 
feet deep. I'll be there.” 

“League of Frightened Men.’ 

The only people who seem to 
realize the importance of the 
atomic bomb are the young sci- 
entists and others who worked on 
the projects, Father Conway said. 
These scientists told as much 
about it as they could under se- 
curity regulations, but “what they 
didn't tell placed them in the 
league of frightened men,” he said. 

Father Conway suggested an 
expansion of the disarmament 
committee of the Security Council. 
and proposed that the expanded 
group be all inclusive, handling all 
disarmament problems, including 
the atomic bomb. The over-all 
committee, he said could have 
subcommittees within it to work 

chemical warfare disarma- 
air disarmament and the 


Kenneth Teasdale, attorney and 
chairman of the St. Louis com- 
mittee, introduced Father Conway 
and presided at the meeting. He 
cited several passages from a re- 
cent article by Prof. Albert Ein- 
stein, in which the great scientist 
said, in effect, that the American 
decision on atomic energy must 
not be made over the table in the 
United Nations Assembly, but at 
the village square. 

“Although St. Louis is not a 
village,” Teasdale said, ‘Prof, Ein- 
stein's statement ¢é¢omes right 
home to us. That is what we are 
trying to do—we are trying to in- 
form the public so that they 
might have well-founded opinions 
on the problem so important to 
the world.” 

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of Washington University will ad- 
dress the next meeting on Feb. 
27, Teasdale announced.

opened the right door of the 
trapped auto and grabbed Mrs. 
Paulson. Trooper Maxey started 
to pull Paulson out. “As I got him 
out of the car,” Maxey related, “I 
had hig left arm. He turned and 
started to fight. I saw him pull 
a gun from the waistband of his 
pants. I had my gun in his back 
and told him to drop his gun. But 
he spun toward me. 

“I snapped my gun thYee or 
four times but it didn’t fire. It 
was empty. I dropped my gun, let 
louse of his left hand and grabbed 
his right hand. I tried to force 
his right hand with the gun away 
from me, He turned the gun into 
my left side and snapped it three 
times. It failed to fire, When he 
saw the gun wouldn’t work, he 
broke his arm loose and hit me 
in the head with the gun. That 
knocked me back.” 

Paulson ran across the street 
and got behind a telephone pole 
on the south side of Woodbine. 


Maxey took shelter behind a pole’ 


on the north side. Meanwhile, 
Trooper Ellenberger was holding 
Mrs. Paulson in front of him as a 
shield and working his way back 
toward the patrol car. 

Wife Told to Shoot Trooper. 

As the trooper and Mrs. Paulson 
reached the patfol car, her hus- 
band ran to the rear of the car 
shouting to his wife, “Shoot the 
'" Trooper Maxey cut across 
the street behind his partner. El- 
lenberger, holding the struggling 
woman, grabbed a_ .35]1 caliber 
rifle from the patrol car and fired 
“four or five times” through the 
rear of the car at Paulson, who 
was on the other side. 

Then Trooper Maxey took the 
rifle. ran behind the car, saw 
Paulson on the ground with his 
revolver in his hand and fired 
once more at him, The charge 
struck him in the neck, killin 
him instantly. Meanwhile Sgt. 
Kenneth Peek of Kirkwood had 
come on the scene and fired once 
at Paulson just as Maxey did. 

When the fight ended, Paulson 
had wounds in his neck, left arm, 
right forearm and right elbow. 
There were 14 bullet holes in the 
stolen automobile. 

Mrs. Paulson, who referred to 
her husband as “Speed,” his nick- 
name, said that early in the chase, 
she asked him: “Why don’t you 
stop? You can’t get away.” His 
reply was: “God will help us.” As 
their car spun in the mud of Mer- 
amec Airport, she related, he told 
her, “Get out your gun!” Later, 
when a truck forced them to slow 
down on Highway 66, he told her 
to get ready to jump. 

Appeal to Paulson to Give Up. 


When they were trapped on 
Woodbine avenue, he begged: “Oh, 
God, I'll never do it again if you’ll 
let me get out of this.” She said 
when she was being held by 
Trooper Ellenberger, she and the 
trooper yelled to her husband to 
give up, 

Paulson had $202 in his pockets. 
The Bureau of Criminal Identifi- 
cation at Des Moines, Ia., reported 
he was sent to a boys’ training 
school in 1931 for larceny of an 
automobile, was sentenced to five 
years in an Iowa reformatory in 
1934 for larceny and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in the Iowa 
State penitentiary in 1937 for bur- 
giary. He was released in Septem- 
ber 1942. 


Last Saturday, the sheriff at 
Franklin, Nebr., announced he 
wanted Paulson for questioning 
about three burglaries. Mrs. Paul- 
son said her husband also was 
wanted in Iowa for burglary and 
larceny. She said they stole the 
automobile in which they were 
riding last Saturday or Sunday in 
Hastings, Nebr. Earlier they had 
stolen a car in Michigan. 

Mrs. Paulson, who weighs only 
95 pounds, said she married Paul- 
son last May 23 in Chicago. Her 
three children are living now with 
foster parents. In IMlinois, she 
said, she and her husband “pulled

Election Board Says 2485 
Names Are Lacking — 
20 Days to File Addi- 
tional Ones. 


The petitions for placing the 
question of daylight saving on the 
ballot in the April 1 election are 
short by 2485 of the number of 
valid signatures required by law, 
the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners announced yesterday. 

A certification of the board's 


count will be made to the Board 
of Aldermen Saturday, after 
which 20 days will be allowed for 
the filing of additional peititions 
necessary to obtain the required 
number of 18,470 valid signatures, 

Although the _ petitions pur- 
ported to include 24,330 names, 
the election board count showed 
only 23,698, Arthur M. Sullivan, 
chief clerk of the board, said. 

Of these, 7613 were eliminated, 
leaving only a total of 15,085 
names, or 2485 less than the re- 
quired 18,470, Sullivan stated. 

He listed the breakdown for 
eliminations as follows: 98 not 
notarized, 86 illegible, 79 of ques- 
tionable signature, 72 of dissimi- 
lar handwriting when compared 
with voting records, 292 of dupli- 
cated signatures and 6986 signa- 
tures of persons not registered to 
vote, 

The required number of 18,470 
was obtained, by statutory pro- 
vision, by taking 5 per cent of 
the registration for the last gen- 
eral city election, which occurred 
in 1945, 

The petitions submitted to the 
election board were secured by 
the Motion Picture Theater Own- 
ers’ Association, which has op- 
posed daylight saving as affecting 
adversely its members’ business.

St. Louis in Tax-Ex- 
empt Real Estate Now 
Owned by School. 


Washington University will ac- 
quire no more property in St. 


Louis except that deemed neces- 
sary for use directly for educa- 
tional purposes, directors of the 
university informed city tax offi- 
cials today. The university now 
holds tax-exempt real estate in 
St. Louis with an assessed valu- 


ation of $8,114,000. 


The city loses $220,000 a year in 
taxes from the exempt university 
property, much of it valuable 


downtown holdings. 


In a resolution adopted Jan. 17, 
the university directors said the 


school would acquire additional 


property only for educational pur- 
poses or for protection and en- 
hancement of values of present 
property, T. E. Blackwell) secre- 
tary of the board, said in a letter 
to city officials. 

The university will quickly dis- 
pose of any real estate in the city 
acquired by foreclosure or gift, 


unless the property is to be used 
for educational purposes and not 
for income purposes, the .resolu- 
tion stated. 

Permanent holdings of income- 
producing real estate will be less 
of no greater than at present, the 
directors decided. In a preface to 
the resolution, it was stated that 
tax officials believe the city’s 
financial integrity would be im- 
paired seriously if the university 
acquired additional large  tax- 
exempt holdings. 

By legislative charter, the uni- 
versity is granted tax exemption. 
Much income-producing property 
has been bequeathed to the uni- 
versity over a period of years. Re- 
cently many conferences on the 
university’s tax-exempt status 
were held between representatives 
of the city counselor’s office, the 
Attorney General of Missouri and 
members of the State Tax Commis- 
sion. The resolution is a result of 
those conferences, 

A 16-room house at 6500 For- 
sythe boulevard, Clayton, the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. J. Howard 
Holmes, has been purchased by 
Washington University for general 
educational use, it was announced 
today by Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton. 

Addition of the building to uni- 
versity facilities will help materi- 
ally to ease congestion on the 
campus caused by increased en- 
rollment, Chancellor Compton Said. 
The university expects to take pos- 
session in July or earlier, if 
possible, 

The house, which is directly 
across Forsythe from Liggett field, 
was the home of the late Chan- 
cellor David Franklin Houston, 
who left the university to be- 
come Secretary of Agriculture in 
President Wilson's Cabinet in 
1913.

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SCHOOL LAWS 


Missouri Legislative Leaders Agree Boost in 
Pay of Teachers Shall Await Plan 
for Revision. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23 
(AP)—Missouri Republican legis- 
lative leaders acknowledged de- 
mands for higher teachers’ sal- 
aries and more state aid for 
schools today, but agreed to take 
no action pending a _ thorough 
study of school laws. . 

In a statement on school poli-| 
cles, chairmen of House and 
Senate Education Committees and 
leaders in both houses said they 
knew “certain teachers feel they 
are underpaid” and plan to ask 
for a bonus. 

The State Teachers’ Association 
has approved a three-year pro- 
gram to increase salaries, with a 
$15,000,000 allotment, but the 
legislators commented: 

“It is quite obvious to all who 
really have the welfare of our 
children and schools at heart that 
‘stop-gap’ legislation of a tempor- 
ary nature will not work but will 
merely pile confusion upon an 
alvedy confused situation.” 

Senator C, R. Hawkins (Rep.), 
ot Brumley and Representative 
Walter Whinrey (Rep.), of Law- 
rence county, chairmen of the two 
education committees, said they 
would start next week to set up 
a special survey committee to de- 
velop a permanent school pro- 
gram. The study would be made 
by the legislative research com- 
mittee, plus lay and educational 
experts. 

Proposed Changes. 

They listed three proposals as 
basic for a permanent program: 

Equalization of the schoo] tax 
burden; shifting the cost of trans- 
porting pupils to the _ districts 
where the pupils live; and merger 
of small, uneconomic districts “to 
provide more adequate educa- 
tional facilities for all.” 

They pointed out that present 
school laws enable many small, 
weak districts to continue operat- 
ing by levying statutory minimum 
taxes in order to share in state 
aid which amounted to about 
$28,000,000 for the 1946-47 school 
year. : 

That amount, Whinrey noted, 


w almost twice as much as the 
state distributed to schools in 
1941, but the financial problem 
has not been solved, 

Hawkins added that the present 
system of distribution make no 
differentiation between districts 
that need aid and richer districts, 
which also share in the state 
money. 

The Missouri constitution § re- 
quires that at least a fourth of 
the state’s general’ revenue be 
used for education, but the Legis- 
lature has allotted a third since 
1887. 

Expert Favored for Task. 

Today's statement made pay de- 
mands of teachers secondary to 
development of a long-range pro- 
gram. o 


“We believe the legislators sym- 
pathize with any teachers who are 
underpaid,” it said, “but we know 
that teachers are as anxious as 
other good Missouri citizens to see 
the educational gystem problems 
solved onct and for all by a 
program that will provide the best 
possible education facilities for our 
children, adequately take care of 
the teachers and at the same time 
protect the taxpayers from exor- 
bitant taxes and spending.” 


Whinrey said he thought it 
would be cheap in the long run to 
pay as much as $10,000 to $12,000 
for an expert to conduct the study. 

It was the second educational 
survey *to be announced within 
two weeks. Last week Hubert 
Wheeler, new State Commissioner 
of Education, disclosed plans for 
a comprehensive study of the 
state’s school system — a job he 
said had not been done since 1929. 

Whinrey and Hawking said the 
policies announced today had been

GIVEN FREE HAND 
FOR BiG 4 PARLEY 


Promise He Can Act Vir, 
tually on Own Said to 
Be His Price for Enter- 
ing Cabinet. 


By REMBERT JAMES 

PARIS, Jan. 23 (AP)—Georges 
-Bidault, back in his old post of 
Foreign Minister, was reported 
today to have been promised vir- 
tually a free hand at the Moscow 
conference in a deal which 
brought his Popular Republican 
Movement |(MRP) into the new 
French cabinet. 

Premier Paul Ramadier, Social- 
ist, formed the six-party cabinet 
last night after five days of 
negotiation on a permanent gov- 
errment to replace the all-Social- 
ist 30-day interim government of 
Leon Blum. 


This step completed France's 
political reconstruction under the 
constitution for the Fourth Re- 
public, appreved by voters last 
October, and gave the country a 
ful) constitutional setup—execu- 
tive, parliamentary and judicial— 
for the first time in seven years. 

The cabinet is made up of nine 
Socialists, five Communists, five 
members of the MRP, five mem- 
bers of the Leftist Rally (the 
Radical Socialists and the Demo- 
cratic and Socialist; Union of 
Resistance) and two Independent 
Republicans. 

Bidault will speak for France 
at the Big Four Foreign Ministers’ 
meeting in Moscow, scheduled for 
March 10. Political ¢ircles said he 
had a promise that he could act 
in the drafting of treaties with 
Germany and Austria without 
constantly calling Paris for in- 
structions.

ATHENS, Jan. 23 (AP)—A new 
nationel unity, seven-party coall- 
tion cabinet, headed by former 
Foreign Minister Demetrios Max- 
imos and including five former 
premiers, was outlined for Greece 
today following a four-hour meet- 
ing of all party leaders except the 
liberals. 

Persons who attended the meet- 
ing said it was virtually certain 
that Maximos, Greek Foreign Min- 
ister from 1933 to 1935 and a for- 
mer director of the National Bank 
of Greece, would be named Pre- 
mier to succeed Premier Constan- 
tin Tsaldaris, in power since April 
18, 1946. 

George Papandreou, leader of 
the Social Democratic party, said 
early today that Tsaldaris would 
submit his formal resignation to- 
morrow night and that the new 
cabinet would be formed and pre- 
sented to Parliament at once. 

Tsaldaris, who has been under 
heavy pressure to quit for weeks 
because of the staunchly rightist 
policies of his predominantly 
Royalist party, was expected to 
join the new cabinet as Foreign 
Minister, with former Premiers 
Papandreou, Sophocles Venizelos, 
Panayotis Kanellopoulos and Styli- 
anos Gonatas also holding port- 
folios.

ment.” 

Iserman testified Monday that 
Judge Picard, while hearing a 
$250,000 portal pay suit brought 
against Chrysler by plant guards, 
remarked that he was “strictly 
pro-labor” and wanted “these men 
to get every penny that is coming 
to them.” 

In response to the subcommit- 
tee’s request, Iserman today sub-’ 
mitted this transcript, which 
Chairman Donnell (Rep.), -Mis- 
souri, read into the record: 

“The court: ‘I say, is not this 


work peculiarly different from | 


the work in the factory? If they

Ernest Goodman, attorney for 
the CIO United Auto Workers in 
the Chrysler case, wired the sub- 
committee: “It seems unfair that 
Judge Picard should be the victim 
of this new effort by employers to 
intimidate the federal] judiciary 
and to prejudice Congress so as 
to obtain an amendment to the 
law whigh will deprive workers of 
their claims.” 

O’Daniel Testimony Delayed. 

The committee had invited Sen- 
ator O’Daniel (Dem.), Texas, to 
testify about his ideas on portal 
pay legislation but got snagged on 
one of its own rules. This rule 
requires that a witness give the 
committee a written statement of 
his views 24 hours in advance of 
his. oral testimony. The purpose 
is to let the committee members 
prepare the questions they want 
to ask.

Mediation Board Provision. 


The Ball-Taft-Smith bill would 
eliminate what its sponsors call 
“abuges” of labor union power, 
and would create a federal medi- 
ation board which could delay a 
strike 60 days. The bill is a re- 
vised version of last year’s Case 
bill, vetoed by President Truman. 


Besides Ball, the sponsors are 
Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio, of 
the Labor Committee, and Senator 
H. Alexander Smith (Rep.), New 
Jersey. 

Ball acknowledged that the Case 
bill—and by implication the Ball- 
Taft-Smith’ bill—would not have 
prevented a single one of last 
year’s major strikes over wages. 


“But the criticism is still com- 
pletely beside the point,” he said 
in a statement. “The paralyzing 
strikes of 1946 were not isolated 
strikes occurring in a vacuum. 
They were symptoms of something 
basically wrong in our national 
labor relations policy.” 


In the last 20 years, he said, the 
Government has steadily increased 
the power of unions while lessen- 
ing their lega] duties. At the same 
time, he said, employers have 
found their freedom of action 
steadily curtailed, while many new 
duties have been imposed. 


Murray and Ball symbolize the 
clashing views on the committee, 
which is so sharply divided it is 
doubtful whether any severely re- 
strictive bill could win a ma- 
jority at present. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, favors a separate system of 
labor courts—a form of compul- 
sory arbitration—but he has not 
finished work on a bill for that 
purpose. The Senate committee 
will consider only bills that have 
been formally introduced in the 
Senate. 


Five Main Bills. 


The five main ones so far are: 

1. Ball-Taft-Smith bill to set 
up a federal mediation board 
with power to delay a strike 60 
days; to outlaw jurisdictional 
strikes, organization strikes, sec- 
ondary boycotts, union-controlled 
welfare funds and the system of 
collecting union dues by payroll 
deductions; and to require un- 
ions to register and make an- 
nual financial reports. 

2. A resolution by Murray and 
eight other Senate Democrats 
to create a 20-man commission

3. A bill by Senator Wayne 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, to abolish 
the United States Conciliation 
Service and ‘replace it with a 
federal mediation board outside 
the Labor Department (not in- 
side the department as provided 
in the Ball-Taft-Smith bill).

5. Ball industry-wide bargain- 
ing bill designed to give local 
unions autonomy in bargaining 
and to. prohibit national unions 
from dictating terms to locals or 
dealing with an entire industry.

FHA to Explain New 
Loan-Insurance Rules 
to. Public Gathering at 
10 A.M., Jan. 31. 


A meeting to stimulate construc- 
tion of new rental housing for vet- 
erans, under revised terms of loans 
insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration, is to be held at 
Hotel DeSoto Jan. 31, it was an- 
nounced today by S. R. Kinsella, 
president of the Mortgage Bank- 
ers Association in St. Louis, spon- 
soring the meeting. 

Builders, real estate dealers, 
architects, subdwision developers, 


investors and officials of financial] 
institutions and labor and veter- 


ans’ organizations in the St. Louis 
area have been invited to attend 
the meeting at 10 a.m. 


FHA officials will explain new 
loan-insurance rules, Kinsella said, 
including a new formula for FHA- 
financing of 90 per cent of the 
“necessary current cost.” The aft- 
ernoon will be devoted to discus- 
sion of building problems. 

“I have been informed by the 
FHA,” Kinsella said, “that all its 
forces, both nationally and locally, 
are being mobilized to help private 
industry produce the largest pos- 
sible volume of new dwelling units 
for rent to veterans and their 
families in the shortest possible 
time. This is being done in re- 
sponse to President Truman's call 
for a vigorous housing program in 
1947 to provide shelter for vet- 
erans. 


“The Mortgage Bankers Asso- 
ciation in this city, and those in 
other larger communities of the 
state, are working in co-operation 
with District FHA Director J. W. 
Kuhlman and his staff in arrang- 
ing rental housing conferences. 
They will be held to acquaint 
those directly interested in produc- 
ing or financing homes and hous- 
ing projects with recent changes 
of policy and procedures made by 
FHA Commissioner Raymond M. 
Foley to encourage production of 
more rental housing.” 


Kinsella said the relaxation of 
housing controls and changes in 
FHA regulations should make 
1947 “the greatest home-building 
year in the city’s history.” He 
pointed out that any citizen can 
get authorization to build a home 
for his own occupancy, provided 
he will give preference to veterans 
when it finally is sold.

PETITION FOR VOTE ON COUNTY 
SCHOOL FUNDS’ DISTRIBUTION 


Petitions requesting a special 
election to determine whether 
voters of St. Louis County favor 
distribution of more than $500,000 
in the real estate school loan cap- 
ital fund to county school districts 
were being circulated today. 

John L. Bracken, superintend- 
ent of Clayton schools and presi- 
dent of the St. Louis County Con- 
ference of School Board Members 
and Superintendents, said his 
group was sponsoring the move to 
distribute the funds on the basis 
of the population of school-age 
children in each district. This 
would amount roughly to $8 per 
child for each district. 

About 6000 signatures are need- 
ed on the petitions, Bracken said.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 23 (AP)— 
The House Commerce Committee, 
searching for the causes and cures 
of plane disasters, discovered to- 
day that the Budget Bureau has 
made a 20 per cent cut in proposed 
Government spending for civilian 
aviation safety, navigation and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1948, 

The figures were presented to 
the committee by T. P. Wright, 
Civil Aeronautics administrator, It 
showed CAA requests of $113,890,- 
000, and Budget Bureau aillot- 
ments of $92;271,000—a reduction 
of $21,619,000. 

Congress still must pass on the 
funds. Wright’s figures covered 
allotments since 1940 and showed, 
in some cases, reductions by the 
Budget Bureau and Congress of as 
much as 72 per cent of the origi- 
nally-requested aprpopriations. 

Money and Safety. 

Committee members — among 
them Chairman Wolverton (Rep.), 
New Jersey—have raised the ques- 
tion whether insufficient funds for 
development of safety devices and 
navigation aids might not be a 
contributing factor to some of the 
plane accidents. 

In outlining CAA’s safety plans, 
Wright told the committee that 
the agency is now installing 
ground control approach equip- 
ment at Washington, New York 
and Chicago. This is a method for 
“talking in” planes to a landing in 
bad weather. 


Wright said that CAA would re- 
quest Congress for funds for in- 
stallation of that system “at our 
more congested airports” after the 
board has had an opportunity to 
perfect operations of the device, 


Responsibility of Airlines. 


He contended, however, that 
commercial airlines should take 
more responsibility for preventing 
plane crashes, thus relieving the 
Government of part of the burden. 


Wright told the committee in 
a statement that the Govern- 
ment’s part in preventing acci- 
dents includes drafting and en- 
forcing regulations whereas the 
airlines “have the all-important 
task of actually doing the flying 
job.” 

“The more responsibility the 
airlines can take,” he said, “the 
less will be the load upon Gov- 
ermnent agencies. I believe ‘that 
the tendency toward emphasis of 
responsibility should be in this 
direction.” 


Air Deaths Decrease. 

Wright said that air fatalities 
per 100,000,000 passenger miles on 
domestic certified carriers 
dropped from 2.14 in 1945 to 1.24 
in 1946. 

He said the safety record of 
United States scheduled air car- 
riers, domestic and international, 
is the best ever—from three to 20 
times as good as any foreign air 
carriers. At the same time, he 
“tremendous concern” 
over the number of accidents and 
stressed the “vital need” of reduc- 
ing them,

CHICAGO, Jan. 23 (UP)—Club 
owners of the National Profes- 
sional League today unanimously 
approved regulations to give Com- 
missioner Bert Bell sweeping 
powers to prevent gamblers from 
attempting to “fix” any of its pro- 
fessional] football games. 

The commissioner was author- 
ized to suspend for any period of 
time, or bar for life, and impose 
fines up to $2,000 on anyone con- 
nected with any team in the 
league for accepting any bribe to 
“throw” a game. 

He also was authorized to cancel 
the contracts, or order sale of 
stock of any member club, club 
or league officer, director, player 
or coach who hag knowledge of 
an attempt to fix a game. 

The owners adopted regulations 
suggested by Bell to-give him 
power to prevent any influence 
by gamblers in the outcomes of a 
game. They added one new touch, 
however, and authorized him to 
bar from any park any person 
whose presence he might deem 
detrimental] to the best interests 
of football. 

It was specified that any player 
or coach who was offered a bribe 
should report the offer to his 
club, while others who might be 
aproached by “fixers” were to re- 
port directly to the commissioner. 

The powers were voted to the 
office of the commissioner and 
not to Bell specifically, and it was 
decided that the decision of the 
commissioner would be final ‘with 
out appeal. 

Regulations also were ineunted 
to provide penalties for anyone 
connected with the league who 
“bets anything of value” on the 
outcome of a game. 

Bel] previously presented to the 
owners a program which also 
called for prominent display in 
dressing rooms of the league code 
on gambling and players’ conduct, 
and prohibition of the “loud 
speaker” lotteries operated by 
some teams on program or ticket 
numbers.

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Chinese-Russian Showdown 
On Manchuria Is Inevitable: 


Dairen Only One of Many Issues 


Other Points Which Must Be Discussed in 
General Settlement Include Soviet Prop- 
erty Claim, Joint Management of Indus- 
tries, Killings of U.S.S.R. Citizens.

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Jan. 23 


EADED by the bristling problem of Dairen, numerous Man- 
churian issues are awaiting a showdown between China and the 
Soviet Union. The present situation here is an impossible one 


for both sides. Some kind of reckoning is inevitable sooner or later. 


On the one hand, Chinese hopes 
of restoring stability in Manchuria 
are almost hopelessly blocked by 
Soviet refusal to reopen Dairen, 
the port of entry. 

On the other, the Russians are 
being deprived of railroad facili- 
ties through Manchuria and are 
unable to exercise the rights of 
joint management provided for by 
the Chinese-Soviet treaty of 1945. 

Word of the American memo- 
randum to Moscow and Nanking 
on the Dairen question was wel- 
comed here, but informed Chinese 
are doubtful whether the Russians 
will reopen the port except as 
ond of a general settlement of 

churian differences, 

The following are the outstand- 
ing unsolved issues: 

1. Reopening Dairen as an in- 
ternational port under ese 
administration. 


2. Resumption of through traf- 
Chinese 


At present the railway is 
broken into two unconnected 
parts, with the Chinese Com- 
munists operating the northern 
section down to a point halfway 
between Harbin and Changchun, 
and the nationalists operating 
the southern section down to the 
border of the Soviet-occupied 
Port Arthur military zone. 

3. Settlement of incidents in- 
volving the killing of an unde- 
@ermined number of Soviet citi- 
zens by Chinese troops and 
civilians after the withdrawal of 
the Red Army from Manchuria. 

Soviet consular officials re- 
cently completed an investiga- 
tion of these killings, but have 
thus far presented no formal 
claims to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. In one burial place at 
Tiehling, 50 miles north of here, 
seven battered Russian bodies 
were uncovered, 

4. Adjustment of claims aris- 
ing from Chinese confiscation of 
properties alleged by the Rus- 
sians to have been legitimately 
purchased from the Japanese. 

The Chinese maintain that 
such purchases have no validity 
under international law. 


5. Negotiation of Soviet pro- 
posals for joint Chinese-Russian 
management of certain indus- 
tries, mines and utilities not in- 
cluded within the scope of the 
1945 pact. 

The Russians made these de- 
mands while the Red Army still 
Was occupying Manchuria and 
the Chinese immediately raised 
cries of “duress.” With the out- 


break ef anti-Soviet agitation in 
China and the subsequent Wwith- 
drawal of Russian troops, the 
talks were suspended, The de- 
mands never were dropped, how- 
ever, and it is believed they will 
be revived when the time is 
propitious. 

Chinese authorities here are 
puzzled and a little worried by 
Russia’s passive attitude toward 
Manchuria since the Red Army’s 
departure last spring. Far from 
making new overtures or de- 
mands, the Russians have lately 
widened the gap further by with- 
drawing some 200 Soviet citizens 
who had been sent here to or- 
ganize the Soviet side of the 
Chinese Changchun railway ad- 
ministration. The Russians now 
are taking no part in the railway 
management, although a few hun- 
dred erstwhile White Russians are 
employed by the Chinese side. 


The Chinese nationalists have 
hitherto shown extraordinary 
hesitancy to press for a solution 
of the outstanding Manchurian 
problems, although the American 
note and the departure of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s Muk- 
den representative for Nanking 
has revived hopes. 

Dr. Chang Kaingau, chairman 
of the Northeast Economic Com- 
mission, said that the Chinese 
Government would welcome a 
genera! settlement. He said the 
Chinese even stand ready to dis- 
cuss Russian proposals for par- 
ticipation in Manchuria’s eco- 
nomic development, provided the 
terms are equitable and do not 
exclude other countries from a 
similar opportunity. 


The Chinese are being especial- 
ly cautious in their handling of 
the Dairen and Harbin questions 
for fear of provoking the Russians 
into forceful counter-measures, 


The nationalists do not want to 
give the Russians any pretext for 
claiming special policing privileges 
along the Chinese Changchun rail- 
way or for giving direct materia] 
assistance to the Chinese Commu- 
nists. This double fear no doubt 
accounts partly for the lack of 
Chinese aggressiveness at Dairen. 

Gen. Tu Li-ming’s nationalist 
army now stands at Pulantien, 
final station on the railway out- 
side the Port Arthur military 
zone. The nationalists say they 
are within sight of Soviet outposts 
and have halted their southward 
movement until Nanking gives 
them the green light. 

The last time the nationalists 
proposed moving troops into Dai- 
ren was in October, 1945, when 
a request for landing facilities and 
transit was rebuffed by the Rus- 
sians with an emphatic “No.” 


‘No Talk’ Policy Imposed 
By Army on Germ Warfare 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP). 


HE Army, startled by public discussions of germ warfare in 
recent months, has cloaked the whole subject under a “no talk” 


policy. 

While the desire for secrecy is 
understood to be an important 
factor in barring further refer- 
ence to a weapon rated by some 
sctentists as equal to the -.tomic 
bomb, some quarters in the Army 
have been concerned over what 
they regard as extravagant state- 
ments about research progress. 

This attitude is in line with a 
prevailing school of thought at 
the Pentagon—that the public is 
plecing too much confidence in 
“push button warfare” when much 
of it still is in the laboratory or 
drawing board stage. 

Instructions Bar Explanation. 

Instructions which have come 
from top levels prevent bacterio- 
logical warfare experts from ex- 
plaining their reasons for believ- 
ing the present status of the wea- 
pon is overrated in. the public 
mind. 

The War Department in the last 
year has disclosed officially some 
information bearing on its re- 
Search in germ warfare This has 
included the fact that the study 
has been centered at Camp De- 
trick, near Frederick, Md., and 
that both laboratories and a 
“pilot t™ were built there in 
the war 

The reference to a “pfiot plant” 
hes been assumed to mean that 
some of the toxic agents had 
reached the point of development 
where they were ready for mass 
production if ever needed. 

In general, the program has been 
two-fold: (1) To perfect means of 
combating mass attack on the 
United States with poison warfare 
and (2) to devise means of re- 
taliation. ~ 

Directed at Food Also. 

The development of germs and 
other paisons suitable for military 
use has been directed not only at 
man, but against animals and 


d 


plants to permit destruction of 
food supplies. 


These explorations into bacteri- 
ology for military use have led to 
new and valuable findings for 
more peaceful purposes concerning 
the control of diseases affecting 
human beings, animals and crops. 


The “don’t talk” order issued to 
Army officers and scientists is in- 
terfering with public discussions 
of these non-military aspects, per- 
sons in a position to know assert. 


In this connection, George W. 
Merck, special consultant to the 
Secretary of War, for bacteriologi- 
cal warfare, announced a year ago 
that steps were being taken to re- 
lease technical papers which did 
not endanger military security.

LaFollette-Norris school, which 
based its liberalism on facts rath- 
er than emotions, Richberg was 
co-author of the Railway Labor 
Act, the Norris-LaGuardia anti- 
injunction 
many important economic causes 
in the Supreme Court. 

Now 66, he has a highly profit- 
able law practice, mostly repre 
senting large corporations. He de- 
votes much of his time to the fi- 
nancially unprofitable task of pro- 
posing changes in the New Deal 
labor laws and explaining the need 
for such changes to legislators, 
lawyers and business associations. 
Because of his past services to 
organized Jabor he is not so bit- 
terly attacked by its spokesmen 
as are some men who are propos- 
ing much milder reforms. 

Labor Philosophy Outlined. 
Richberg, bald and stoop-shoul- 
dered, but looking several years 
younger than his actual age, out- 
lined his present labor philoso- 
phy to the Post-Dispatch in his/ 
semi-modernistic office suite in 
the law firm of Davies, Richberg, 
Be be, Busick & Richardson, Jos- 
eph E. Davies, former American 
Ambassador to Soviet Russia, is 
head of the firm. 

His face animated, his long legs 
relaxed on an overstuffed chair, 
Richberg, who has collaborated 
with Senator Ball (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, in making some of the more 
drdstic proposals for changes in 
the laws, said that there was 
“great danger that the Congress 
would go too far.” He proceeded 
to enumerate the changes he 
would like to see, some of which 
have little chance of adoption in 
the present session.

Richberg’ wants to amend, not 
repeal, the Wagner Act. 

As a veteran of the union or- 
ganization wars, he still believes 
in union organization and collec- 
tive bargaining. He is vehemently 
against the closed shop, which he 
would bar under the anti-monop- 
oly laws, especially when used in 


industry-wide or nationwide bar- 


gaining. 

He would force compulsory arbi- 
tration in public utilities and 
other industries, like coal and 
steel, in which a work “stoppage 
could bring the nation’s business 
to a standstill. He would amend 
the Norris-LaGuardia anti-injunc- 
tion law so there could be no 
doubt that the Government could 
obtain stay orders.

“It is the primary duty of gov- 
ernment,” he said, “to preserve 
domestic peace and good order. 


That duty requires the Govern- 
ment to make it a legal obligation 
of citizens to prosecute their in- 
terest through peaceful means 
and not through organizations of 
private force. 

“If you shudder at the words 
‘compulsory arbitration,’ just re- 
lieve your tremors by advocating 
‘administration of justice under 
law.’ This is a sweet-sounding des-

Workers Have Natural Solidarity 


However, Labor Government’s Nationaliza- 
tion of Industries Has Led to Some Agita- 
tion for Official Policy Excluding Hiring 
of Unorganized Employes. 
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In general, British trade union 
leaders have always been able to 
look upon the closed shop and a 
host of like issues, such as check- 
off union dues, maintenance of 
membership, union shop, portal- 
to-portal pay, and even formal and 
highly legalistic labor contracts 
as “fringe questions, which dis- 
turb relations with employers and 
hinder collective bargaining over 
central issues of wages, hours and 
working conditions, 


They have been able to assume 
this attitude over the years for 
two reasons; first, the inherent 
strength of this country’s unions, 
and second, the temperament of 
its working men. 


Because the trade union move- 
ment of Great Britain has gained 
such prodigious strength—twice 
the membership of organized labor 
in the United States, although 
Britain has only one-third of the 
population—the unions need no 
such props to maintain themselves 
and work their will. 

It was the temperament of the 
working class of this country 
which permitted the unions to 
reach such strength in their form- 
ative stages without closed shops 
and other such devices while 
they were growing. Unlike the 
American working man, who does 
not like to think of himself as a 
working man and may shift jobs 
and even move thousands of miles 
dozens of times in his career, the 
British working man assumes that 
his is an honorable profession in 
which he will always be engaged. 

He does not view himself as a 
potential capitalist and he values 
his security considerably more 
than he values opportunity. He

Against Sterilization of Defectives 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Not having the title of “M.D.” behind 
my name, I can not write authoritative- 
ly, as did Dr. H. Curtis Wood Jr. of 
Philadelphia. However, I whole-heart- 
ediy disagree with his convictions that 
rental defectives should be sterilized. 

Dr. Wood gives two main reasons for 
the sterilization of defectives. First, he 
says the public is burdened by the insti- 
tutional care of the defectives; second, 
defectives contribute heavily to crime 
and delinquency. 

Some sources divide mental defectives 
into two classes, The moron makes up 
the upper grade of defective. If properly 
trained in a colony type of institution, 
the moron can be placed in society and 
will live a perfectly normal life, deriv- 
ing his earnings from manual labor, de- 
manding little or no aid from the public, 
The imbecile and idiot comprise the low- 
er bracket of defectives. It is estimated 
that imbeciles and idiots make up only 
20 per cent of defectives, while morons 
comprise 80 per cent. 

There is no set natural law that tells 
us when defectiveness will be inherited 
and when it will not. Since mental de- 
ficiency also occurs through pre-natal 
causes and environmenjal causes, we 
cannot point our finger at any defective 
and say, “This person inherited his de- 
fectiveness.” How absurd it is to say, 
then, that defectives should be sterilized, 
when we don’t know whether they have 
inherited the defect or not. 

The only advantage of sterilization is 
to free the defectives from their in- 
stitutions. By placing them 
streets, sterilized, with their mental de- 
ficiency nonetheless uncured, we would 
have one of the greatest rises in vene- 
real disease rates and delinquency that 
this country could possibly visualize. The 
only solution is segregation in institu- 
tions for defectives of the lower class, 
and colony training for defectives of the 
higher class. | 

The large cost of caring for our de- 
fectives is due largely to our unscienti- 
fic methods of dealing with them. Too 
often our state hospitals lack competent 
administration because of the low pay 
for highly skilled nurses and doctors. 

I wonder if Dr. Wood would recom- 
mend sterilization of all physically-ill 
dependents of the State as well as men- 
tal patients to save a little expense?

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Is It Double Jeopardy? 


Walter White, secretary of the National Asso- 


ciation for the Advancement of Colored People, 


has delivered a criticism of the United States 
Supreme Court’s decision in the Willie Francis 
electrocution case which is at once movingly 
eloquent and partisan to the point of appearing 
almost uninformed, 

Writing in the Chicago Daily News, Mr. White 
takes the view that in upholding the Louisiana 
judgment for a second trip to the electric chair 
(the mechanism was faulty on the first effort) 
the Supreme Court put its approval on double 
jeopardy for the 17-year-old Negro. «Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justices Black, Reed, Frank- 
furter and Jackson, he says, “hewed bitterly 
close to ‘justice’. and the ‘law’ while humanity 
and equity hung their heads in shame.” 

Mr. White’s criticism of the Supreme Court 
closes with these words: 

Gentlemen, you have done your duty. 
Cold justice has been upheld. Only if there 
be pity in the heart of the Governor of 
Louisiana can Willie Francis’s second—or 
maybe third or fourth—long walk of the last 
mile be stayed. We hope, gentlemen of the 
majority of the United States Supreme 
Court, that you will not jump also in pain 
in your warm, comfortable beds in Wash- 
ington the night Willie Francis again jams 
his feet against the floor when the switch 
is thrown. Messrs. Burton, Douglas, Murphy 
and Rutledge need fear no such bad dreams 
the night Willie Francis crosses Jordan be- 
cause they tempered justice with mercy in 
their dissenting opinion. 

Swing low, sweet chariot. 

What is wrong with Mr. White’s appeal from 


the Supreme Court to the heartstrings is not , 


its emotion. Certainly it is not his defense of 
an almost illiterate Negro who was convicted of 
murder when he was only 15 years old. What 
is sadly lacking is all suggestion of the close- 
ness of the issue confronting the court. Lacking 
also is recognition of the fact that there is no 
precedent to guide, And there is not the slightest 
word that this same court has many times pro- 
tected the rights of depressed “little people.” 
The opinions in the Willie Francis case tes- 
tify to the travail among the Justices which at- 
tended the decision. Justice Frankfurter spoke 
of the heavy responsibility of the court when 
four of its members find that a state has denied 
a person the due process which the Constitution 
safeguards—“particularly when life is at stake.” 


Majority and minority alike marked the fact — 


that the circumstances of the case are unique. 


Justice Reed, speaking for the court, was 


quick to say that “our minds rebel against per- 


mitting the same sovereignty to punish an ac- - 


cysed twice for the same offense.” But he 
reasoned that there was no more double 
jeopardy because the electrical current failed 
the first time than in the instance of a second 
trial obtained by the state because of errors in 
the first trial in which a death sentence was im- 
posed. As for the charge that it is “cruel and 
inhuman punishment” to send the defendant to 
the chair again, the majority said that it was 
“just as though he had suffered the identical 
amount of mental anguish and pain in any other 
occurrence, such as a fire in the cell block.” 

The four-Judge minority strongly opposed 
these conteytions. Stating their views, Justice 
Burton said that it was unthinkable thet a state 
should authorize capital purlishment by repeated 
applications of electricity separated by days or 
hours until death resulted. He said, moreover, 
that the state was in effect remiss in not making 
sure that there would be no failure. 

Justice Frankfurter, who wrote an opinion 
concurring with the majority, found the issue 
turning on Louisiana’s right to grant or 
deny executive clemency in such an instance. 
“Strongly drawn” to some of the minority’s 
sentiments, he said that “one must be on guard 
against finding in personal disapproval a re- 
flection of more or less prevailing condemna- 
tion,” that the role of the Judge was not to 
enforce a “private view rather than a consensus 
of society’s opinion.” 

And so the court divided as narrowly as it 
and had Justice Jackson 
still been in Nuernberg the vote would have 
been tied. This fact, taken with the opinions, 
shows how close the issue was, how carefully it 
was weighed by the two sides. 

Our view is that the case was just that close. 
Weare inclined to the position that double 
jeopardy implies a formal clearing or acquittal 
which the record in the Willie Francis case, of 
course, does not show. We also find applicable 
the great Justice Cardozo’s concise comment 
which goes back many years: “The culprit is not 
to go free because the constable has blundered.” 
But where the scales tip so delicately we have 
no disposition to denounce the minority for 
thinking otherwise. 

Mr. White did not raise the race issue and it 
is to be presumed that he would have come to 
the defense of a white youth just as he did for 
Willie Francis. But there are those who will 
feel that. by his tone he has neither helped the 
cause of justice nor promoted racial understand- 
ing. It is not to be forgotten that the Supreme 
Court has many times zealously protected the 
rights of little people, as for example, in the 
cases of Angelo Herndon and the Scottsboro 
boys. 
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Vandeventer Place vs. the Veterans 

Old Vandeventer place apparently is on its 
way toward Valhalla, and surely St. Louis will 
bow it out with sentiment, as befits a 76-year-old 
nosegay. But on realistic appraisal, it should go. 
The Veterans’ Administration plan for a hospital, 
and proposals for a city park, would make bet- 
ter use of Vandeventer than to leave it asa little 
island of the past, separating the towers of busi- 
ness from the flats of near slums. 

The Vandeventer site fits the VA’s sound 
policy of keeping hospitals in a convenient loca- 
tion, near a medical center. It is superior to 
the proposed site in Forest Park, for that would 
have infringed upon a beloved recreation area. 
However, the hospital would require only the 
eastern half of Vandeventer place. It would 
be logical for the city to join the VA in con- 
demnation proceedings, in order to acquire the 
western half of the street for public purposes. 
George C. Smith, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, suggests that it might be a city park. 

Meanwhile the residents of Vandeventer are 
trying to stand guard at their hearths and keep 
civic progress from their doors. This is under- 
standable, but neither realistic nor desirable.

While they say their street is a beauty spot, the 
plain truth, according to the City Plan Com- 
mission, is that the district is a blighted area,

but we would not stay the departure. That 
would be too large a concession to Victorianism. 
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The Perils of Intermittency- 

The new territorial demands on Germany and 
Austria by Poland and Yugoslavia, drawn up at 
the deputy foreign ministers’ council in London 
yesterday, freshly illustrate the shortcomings of 
the United States’s intermittent foreign policy. 

The Russian satellites havé set,the stage for 
their demands by means of a fait accompli which 
their Moscow masters learned from Adolf’ Hit- 
ler, Out of some of the territories they are 
claiming they have moved natives'to the British 
and American occupation zones in Germany, 
and into the same territories they have moved 
hordes of Poles. Now they can present terri- 
torial claims on ethnic grounds. 

The Russians proceeded purposefully along a 
pre-determined course, which they were able to 


do because they know what they want and be- — 


cause they keep on knowing it all the time. 

The United States State Department knew 
what was going on—the mass movement of 
2,000,000 people could hardly have escaped even 
a casual eye. If it had, Foreign Minister Molotov 
announced the event in so many words. | 

But the State Department, which is troubled 
in more than one nation by the inconsistency, 
the inconstancy and the tardiness which so often 
characterize its policy, did nothing about the 
Russian diplomatic maneuver, waiting to make 
its protest—if at all—at an hour when the pro- 
test would be the least effective. 
~ Does not the incident of the Polish-Yugoslav 
demands, like an immoderate number of inci- 
dents before it, prove absolutely that the United 
States, in effectuating a foreign policy, cannot 
afford to be alert and operative: ofily in one 
season or another, or in months with an R in 
them—that, like Russia, this country must know 
where it is going and must be proceeding there 
all the time? 
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The CIO’s Action 

The CIO’s Industrial Union Council has voted 
down Mayor Kaufmann’s proposal for a labor- 
management-citizens committee, after hearing 
the same unfounded criticism which moved the 
Council to reject the plan three months ago. 
The principal argument used against the pro- 
posal was that it might lead to compulsory ar- 
bitration. The facts are that this is a purely 
voluntary mediation plan which does not involve 
arbitration. Compulsory arbitration will come 
only by enforcement from Congress or the State 
Legislature, and is being considered in both. 
But the Mayor’s industrial peace plan offers 
trade unions a realm for uncoerced action to 
prevent needless strikes. It should be welcome 
to the labor movement for that reason.

TVA's latest annual report, for the fiscal year 
ended last June 30, says: 


The calendar year 1945 saw ‘©56,465,000 
ton-miles of freight traffic shipped on the 
Tennessee River, the*largest amount in its 
history. Traffic in this year was 61 per cent 
above that of 1944 and 31 per cent higher 
than that of 1943, the previous record year. 


The report goes on to enumerate the major 
commodities that were carried: Passenger auto- 
mobiles, iron and steel products, grain, coal, pe- 
troleum products, aluminum flat sheets and rolls, 
surplus steel and ammonium nitrate fertilizer. 

A Gallup poll has shown that 78 per cent of 
the people who know the facts about TVA are 
in favor of it, but that 59 per cent of the people 
have unclear or erroneous ideas on the subject. 

The fight for an MVA for the Missouri Valley, 
and a CVA for the Columbia Valley, is fundamen- 
tally an effort to inform the people about TVA, 
first by disseminating the facts, and second by 
exposing the falsity of the propaganda which a 
badly scared opposition is spreading.

Who Wants a Free Economy? 


The Mirror; 
of 
Public Opinion 


Clamor to end government interference is nonsense, writer says; 
thinks it would mean surrender to monopoly; logically it would also 
require end of tariffs and farm aid; suggests that tide against “con- 
trols” might be turned into drive on control by private trusts. 


Joseph C. Harsch, in the Christian Science Monitor 


All the talk about getting back to a free 
economy set us wondering just what would 
have to be done to produce a really free 
economy in the United States. There is 
some difficulty right off the bat, we dis- 
covered, in defining terms. 


Newly arriving Republicans tend to de- 
fine free economy as absence of govern- 
ment controls, But that raises the question 
whether the result of abolishing all govern- 
ment controls would produce a (free 
economy. 


The government ny controls the terms 
of competition between many private enter- 
prises under laws far antedating the Roose- 
velt era, Supposing they were all removed, 
would the result be free economy? The ob- 
vious answer is that the result would be a 
rapid surge forward to private monopolies, 
since the anti-trust laws—which few op- 
pose in principle but which have often been 
weakly enforced—themselves represent a 
partly regulated economy. The natural 
economic trend in America has long been 
toward monopoly in all big industries—rail- 
roads, steel, oil, etc. 


“F reedom”—for Monopolies 


Removed of all controls—if free enter- 
prise were to be totally free—would have 
the net effect, therefore, of producing an 
economy largely dominated by private con- 
trols. The few individuals who control the 
resultant monopolies would control Ameri- 
can economy—fixing prices, fixing the qual- 
ity and quantity of production, determining 
which new discoveries and developments 
would be put on the market and which 
would be held back to prevent dislocation 
of the established market. 


That might be a free economy in the 
eyes of the monopolists, but it would not 
be a free economy in the minds of the con- 
suming public or of the enterpgisers who 
were squeezed out in the process of forming 
the big monopolies. So, does ffee economy 
mean freedom for individuals to build 
monopolies at the expense of free compe- 
tition, or does it mean government controls 
to maintain competitive opportunities for 
the largest number of people? 


If it means freedom to build monopolies, 
then the first step toward a free economy 
would be abolition of the Sherman and 
Clayton anti-trust laws. But if that step 
were taken—a step which few free enter- 
prisers seriously propose—it would be diffi- 
cult to ignore the logic of abolishing all 
tariffs, since tariffs unquestionably inter- 


fere with free enterprise. But monopolies 
enjoy tariffs and might be jeopardized by 
their removal. ‘ 


Government price floors under cotton 
and corn, and every other commodity which 
has a parity price, are defended roundly by 
many advocates of free economy. Yet to 
have a free economy in the literal sense it 
would be necessary to abolish all of them 
because they interfere with the free play 
of supply and demand. 


Perhaps the nearest thing to a completely 
free economy in modern times was Britain 
after repeal of the corn laws. But while 
that action released enormous industrial 
productivity in the British Isles, it nearly 
wrecked British agriculture. It produced 
freedom for the industrialists, but it im- 
posed misery on the English farmer. It 
raises the question whether a freedom that 
produces poverty for a large segment of a 
population is what free economy means. 


Enterprise by Mr. Lewis 


Then there is the problem of John L. 
Lewis. Apart from the moot point of his 
right unilaterally to end his contract with 
the government, Mr. Lewis is using the 
practices of organization commonly asso- 
ciated with a free economy. But the ten- 
dency is for those loudest in their demands 
for a return to free enterprise to disapprove 
of the exercise of it by Mr. Lewis. 


In fact, Mr. Lewis gives us a taste of 
what it would be like to really turn the 
American economy back to the full foree 
of free enterprise. He wields a degree of 
economic power which in earlier days was 
wielded by the men who robbed the public 
domain, cornered the gold market, and built 
the railroads. 


It is a matter of perhaps historic inter- 


' est that the remnants of Washington’s New 


Dealers have worked out a new definition 
of free economy. They suggest that it 
should mean whatever is necessary to re- 
store the largest possible amount of fair 
and free competition, 

They argue, not without weight, that sub- 
stitution of private controls over our econ- 
omy for the lost government controls would 
not give the country a workable free econ- 
omy, but only domination by monopolies. 
Their hope is that the current tide of 
opinion against government controls may 
be channeled into a new drive against pri- 
vate controls by way of a better enforce 
ment of the anti-trust laws. 


Real Labor Leadership

They know that their wages can come only 
out of profits and they know that they face 
keen competition from Swiss and English 
watches. This competition can be met only 
by better production and more production, 

If there could be one prayer for America 
today it might well be that all management 
and labor could achieve the understanding 
the watchmakers haye learned. 


Between Book Ends 


“Try to Be Sanguine” 
PERSISTENT INTERNATIONAL ISSUES, edited 

George 8. de Hustar. (Harper & Brothers.) 

This is an odd volume, a slender $3 worth 
of mixed opinions and facts by 10 men, 
each something of an expert in his field. If 
it fails to add up to anything very helpful 
as a solution for the world’s ills, it only 
emphasizes by that much more the centrifu- 
gal forces which began to take over as 
soon as peace broke out. 

De Huszar formerly was on the faculty 
at the University of Chicago, Contributors 
to the volume he edits include Michael A. 
Heilperin, authority on international 
nance; Roy F. Hendrickson and Fred K. 
Hoehler of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration; Otis BE. Mil- 
liken of the State Department; Hobart S. 
Perry of the United States Maritime Com- 
mission; Dr. George K, Strode of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, and Walter W. Wilcox 
of the University of Wisconsin. 

Chapters are devoted to relief and re- 
habilitation, displaced persons, health, food 
and agriculture, transportation, industry 
and trade, money ahd finance, labor, politics 
and education. To oversimplify, in each 
field the author says: This problem was 
not solved in the prewar world because 
there was no real world order established; 
there is no real world order established now, 
only a forum where the sovereign nations 
may meet to quarrel—therefore, one cannot 
be too sanguine about the solution of the 
problem in the future, although we must 
try, for our lives depend on it. 

* * + 

J. Anton de Haas of Harvard University, 
in the chapter on worl trade makes the 
affirmative statement that “a lasting peace 
can be built only on an economic world in 
which co-operation takes the place of war- 
fare.” He adds a warning: “If we revert 
once again to that so-called ‘free world’ of 
prewar years, we shall once again start on 
the road toward economic conflict and 
chaos.” Nor does he pretend that the forces 
of co-operation are very powerful in the 
contemporary situation. 

The contribution on education, written by 
President George N. Shuster of Hunter Col- 
lege, gets to the heart of the matter: “We 
can take up the difficult battle for peace 
on many fronts. Finally, however, we must 
decide that a code of reasoned internation- 
al principle must be the primary weapon on 
which we rely. ... What is needed is posi- 
tive doctrine accepted by the peoples of the 
earth as a burden they must carry despite 
its weight. ...” And, one might add, this 
also is what is conspicuously lacking.

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Mr. Young Challenges the Railroads

UST beyond the current of the news, a struggle is going on that 
has far more meaning for the future than most of the tepid head- 
lines of the moment. In Wall Street, in Palm Beach, in a Senate 


committee room, the struggle is being waged ard the stakes may e 
equivalent to contro] over the American economy. 


The hero, or the. villain, of the 
piece—it depends on how you look 
at it—is Robert R. Young, finan- 
cier and operator. Tough, scrappy, 
with an almost cynical disregard 
for the conventional rules of the 
game Young has challenged the 
power of the banking-insurance 
community in New York. 

He began by acquiring control 
of the almost bankrupt Alle- 
ghany Corporation, putting up a 
relatively small sum of his own 
money. Out of the Alleghany 
basket he got three railroads, one 
of them the highly profitable 
Chesapeake & Ohio. 


High Priests Blow Up. 


Young is bidding for another 
railroad with Alleghany connec- 


tions. That is the Missouri Pa- 
cific, still under trusteeship but 
with a handsome chunk of war- 
time profits in the bank. Young 
is supporting the stockholders of 
Migsouri Pacific as against tlie 
bondholders, which angers the 
banking-insurance interests hold- 
ing the bonds. Not satisfied with 
this, Young is now said to be after 
control of a glittering, gold-plated 
railroad—the New York Central. 

By nagging advertisements and 
appeals to the public, he has 
forced the roads to do things they 
didn't want to do at all, such as 
providing through  sleeping-car 
service from one coast to the 
other. He has introduced all sorts 
of innovations in his own lines. 

His challenge is primarily to 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads, which is the high priest- 
hood of railroading. What regu- 
lars in good standing in the asso- 
ciation say about Young, the in- 
terloper, would blister the page. 
Recuperating from an illness in 
Palm Beach, Young directs his 
lieutenants in New York and 
Washington with the skill of a 
bold general. 


Railroads’ Blank Check. 


Washington is the key. The de- 
cision, in the final analysis, is 
likely to be political. The Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee is 
holding hearings on a bill which 
would allow the railroads to get 
together to fix rates without vio- 
lating the anti-trust laws. That 
is the so-called Bullwinkle bill. 

Opponents of the bill say it 
would set up a monopoly over not 


transportation. It would give the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads power to disciplin® bad 
boys like Robert Young. They 
would have to conform not mere- 
ly on rate agreements but on all 
/matters of service and supply. 


It’s All Legal? 


Those who favor the bill take 
‘another view. They say that all 
‘agreements would have to be ap- 
‘proved by the Interstate Com- 
‘merce Commission in the public 


interest. And they add that if 
‘railroads entering such an agree- 
ment sought to pressure an out- 
sider, then the anti-trust laws 
would apply. 

At the bottom of the depres- 
sion, in 1933, the Western rail- 
roads entered into an agreement 
covering rates, high-speed freight 
deliveries, the use of air condi- 
tioning, and so on. Somewhat 
later, a group of railroad execu- 
tives and bankers met in New 
York’ to set up a similar agree- 
ment covering the whole country. 
The Anti-Trust Division of the 
Department of Justice has brought 
a civil suit against the men who 
made the western agreement. That 
suit will be argued in federal 
court at Lincoln, Nebr., in April. 
That is, it will be argued unless 
the Bulwinkle bill is passed, since 
that bill would make such agree- 
ments legal. 


A Real Danger. 


Still another figure is engaged 
in this battle. Last year, former 
Gov. Ellis Arnall of Georgia 
brought a suit directly to the 
United States Supreme Court 


charging the railroads with con- 
spiring to fix rates that discrimi- 
nated against the development of 
his state. That suit may help to 
explain why the fight last year 
against Arnall’s candidate for 
Governor was so bitter and why 
reports persist of large sums of 
money sent in from outside the 
state. 

There is a very real danger in 
private agreements by railroad 
controllers. When you water 
down or eliminate competition, 
you invite inefficiency. The step 
from control by the “private gov- 
ernment” of a few executives and 
bankers to ownership by public 
government is a short one. It is 
shorter than those who argue for 


just the railroads alone but all

HERE will tave appeared elsewhere reports of correspondents 


Yalta elections in Poland. I be- 


lieve there will be a general consensus among those correspon- 


dents who have been here longest—and have the widest information 
connections—and certainly*every Pole outside the Government with 
whom I have spoken has expressed the opinion, that the outcome 
bad been determined in advance and that the recent elections were 
actually only another of those plebiscites whereby governments, rest- 
ing primarily on force, secure the appearance of majority support. 


Furthermore, I have a strong 
impression, gleaned from Govern- 


ment press conferences and pri- 
vate conversations with persons in 
high positions of authority in this 
Government—an impression more 
convincing to me than even the 
accusations of Mikolajczyk’s oppo- 
sition—that, the present Commun- 
ist-led bloc would, under no cir- 
cumstances—including, if neces- 
sary, redress to naked force—al- 
low itself to be ousted from office. 


Soviet Scare Treatment. 


The impression they gave and, I 
think, sought to give, through re- 
peated emphasis on the danger 
from underground terror, is that 
the fall of the Beirut Government 
would plunge the country into an- 
archy and chaos, and halt the 
work of reconstruction and that, 


therefore, any means, legal or il- | 


legal, to prevent this is justifiable 
in cold realism. ‘ 

Also by curious irony, the Gov- 
ernment, which owes its existence 
to Russian intervention, even uses 
the unquestionable unpopularity 
of the Soviets and the fear of So- 
viet domination to maintain it- 
self in power. For, in private 
conversations which travel and 
are repeated faster 
press, its members spread appre- 

- hension, which may well be true, 
that any serious division of the 
country resulting from the disso- 
lution of the governing bloc 
would bring direct Soviet inter- 
vention to restore order. 

This argument that

ROY HOUSE PRASED 
AS OH HEIRLOOM 


Architectural Historian Calls 
It‘Fine Example of Early 
American Work. 


(Pictures in Everyday Magazine.) 


The 118-year-old Jean Baptiste 
Roy house, condemned to be de- 
molished next week unless $18,500 
can be raised to move it from its 
preesnt location, 615 South Second 


street, was praised ag a fine ex- 
ample of early American archi- 
tecture by Dr. Kenneth J. Conant, 
president of the American So- 
ciety of Architectural Historians, 
yesterday. 

“The building is of interest, ob- 
viously, because of its age, which 
I am told establishes it as the 
oldest building in St. Louis, but 
is of even greater interebt because 
of its purity of style,” Dr. Conant 
said, in explaining why he thought 
all St. Louisans should make it 
their business “to preserve this 
rich heirloom of their past.” 

Dr. Conant, who teaches styles 
in architecture at Harvard Uni- 
versity and has done much ex- 
cavation in Europe, toured the 
two-and-a-half story stone build- 
ing with a group of St. Louisans 
interested in preserving the house. 
They included Mrs, Grace Ash- 
ley Papin, president of the Camp- 
bell House Foundation; John A. 
Bryan, chairman of the St. Louis 
Committee for the Preservation of 
Historic Buildings; Charles Peter- 
son, a member of the staff of Na- 
tional Park Service, and Dr. 
Thomas Hoopes, curator of the 
City Art Museum, 

Basis for $18,500 Estimate. 
The $18,500 cost for moving the 
building was estimated by Peter- 
son, who said it was made on the 
basis of bids receivea, 

The building's owner, Peterson 
said, has stated his willingness to 
sell or to donate the building to 
persons interested in keeping it 
intact, Peterson expressed a hope 
that, if the money for moving is 
raised, a grant may be obtained 
allowing the building a permanent 
place in a corner of the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial area 
on the waterfront, which is a short 
distance from the house. 

Dr. Conant said he caught his 
first glimpse of the building, ac- 
cidentally, from a train yesterday 
morning as he was arriving from 
Chicago to lecture at Washington 
University on “Russian Church 
Architecture” last night. 

“That glimpse, brief as it was, 
was enough to make me sit up,” 
he said, “I saw that the building 
is an almost classic example of 
the style known as ‘Early Repub- 
lican’ or ‘Federal’.” 3 

He discounted the extent of 
dilapidation of the building, when 
asked what hopes there were 
for a complete restoration. “The 
layman sees the rubble lying 
around, but the professional sees 
the possibilities,” he said. 
“Happy Feeling of Domesticity.” 

Among the possibilities worth 
considering in the restoration, he 
said, were the mantels and the 
system of moulding, still in fair 
condition, which “combine  ele- 
gance and lovely profiles to catch 
light and shadow and give a 
happy feeling of domesticity.” 
He was amused when told that 
John Boepple and William Tamme, 
sausage makers, were believed to 
have “invented” the “hot dog” 
in the house. Hooks from which 
the sausages were hung were 
pointed out to him. 

Dr. Conant joined in the laugh 
on himself when, always on the 
lookout, as he said, for antiques 
and relics, he stooped suddenly 
to pick up an object from the 
rubble of fallen fragments around 
the house and the object turned 
out to be a Lincoln penny. “Even 
professionals do that sometimes,” 
he said. 

Dr. Conant, a distant cousin of 
James B. Conant, president of 
Harvard, was born in Wisconsin, 
went East in 1911 “to become a 
freshman,” was employed by the 
university on graduation, “and 
has held the same job since.”

AMHERST HEAD CRITICIZES 
VOCATIONAL EDUCATION TREND 


Trends toward mass production 
methods of education and empha- 
sis on vocational studies must be 


minimized if American educa- 
tional institutions are to furnish 
future apg Dr. Charles Wool- 
sey Cole, president of Amherst 
College, Amherst, Mass., told St. 
Louis alumni of the school last 
night. 

Speaking at a dinner meeting at 
University Club, Dr, Cole snid 
Amherst would continue to spon- 
sor a curriculum that emphasizes 
the study of the humanities and 
the arts. 

“We will fight the growing 
trend of assembly line education 
and the tendency toward voca- 
tionalism, or specialized training, 
by limiting enrollment and reduc- 
ing the number of elective sub- 
jects a student may select,” he 
said. “We will teach a course of 
study, not as a collection of facts, 
but as a problem which must be 
understood in all its social, politi- 
cal and philosophical ramifica- 
tions.”

Their sober expressions are 
highlighted by rectangular planes 
of light that apparently come 
from windows and are reflected 


from the glossy surface of the 
magazine. The picture, _ titled 
“Patterns,” is marked by exag- 
geration of the arresting hand, 
which forms the center-of interest, 

“Self Portrait at 21” shows the 
artist at a crucial time in his 
growth and in grave and skeptical 
mood. His hand holds a sketch 
pad on which is penciled “AB- 
STRACTION.” Obvious doubt 
written on his face applies, he 
said today, “to the validity of 
modern abstract art.” Reinhardt 
intends to become a professional 
artist but is enrolled at Washing- 
ton University in the college of 
liberal atts as an English major 
and is not studying art formally. 


“That Time of Year” is an in- 
tense, sensuous study of autumn 
in St. Louis, with a hint of the 
lingering warmth and song of 
recent summer. The picture sug- 
gests perfectly the Shakespearean 
sonnet from which the title is 
taken. “Bare, ruined” branches 
“where late the sweet birds sang” 
are so meticulously done that one 
may almost feel the coarse tex- 
ture of their bark. The artist said 
he had memorized the poem five 
years ago and that it had taken 
on unusually rich significance for 
him since then. 


Two paintings derive from the 
poems of the St. Louis-born poet 
T. S. Eliot. They are “Doll” and 
“At the Still Point of the Turning 
World,” both expressing views of 
society held in common by Eliot 
and Reinhardt. Like “Cry Out, 
O Murdered Tradition,” from Bal- 
zac, they are symbolic surrealism, 


The exhibition is by no means 
exclusively literary. Subject mat- 
ter ranges from shipboard and 
war experiences in the Orient to 
a nostalgic oil of elephants from 
a circus that used to camp near 
the home of the painter when he 
was a boy. Reinhardt, in spite of 
his college studies, paints a major 
part of each day. He is a serious 
artist and is developing notable 
power and individuality of ex~ 


pression. —H.D.

KOO SAYS REDS DELAY 
PROGRESS IN CriNA) 


Envoy Asserts, However, 
That Two Major Goals 
Have Been Achieved. 


The only barriers to China’s goal 
of industrialization and economic 
democracy fre the opposition and 
obstructionist tactics of the Com- 
munist party, V. K. Wellington 
Koo, Chinese ambassador to the 
United States said here Wednes- 
day. 

Koo and Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr., former Secretary of State and 
newly-elected rector of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, spoke to 
members of the university's St. 
Louis alumni association at the 
home of John Allen Love, 9630 
Ladue road, Ladue. They stopped 
in St. Louis on the way to Wash- 
ington from Junction City, Kan., 
where they addressed a meeting 
Tuesday night opening a drive for 
United Service to China. 

China already has achieved two 
of the theree major goals estab- 
lished by Sun Yat Sen, the founder 
of the Chinese Republic, Koo said, 
in throwing off the economic yoke 
imposed by commercial treaties 
detrimental to Chinese economy, 
and in forming a new constitution 
last month which sets up a demo- 
cratic government. 

After elections are held some- 
time this year, the other goal of 
raising the standard of living of 
the workers, developing domestic 
industry and foreign trade will 
be the major project in the re- 
construction of China, he said. 

Stettinius, whose title of rector 
of the university corresponds to 
chairmanship of the board of di- 
rectors of the institution, made a 
brief off-the-record talk concern- 
ing business affairs of the school.

has won improvements in wages 
and working conditions, deserves 
the support of all the workers, 
This may sound like the spoken 
attitude of labor leaders every- 
where, but in Britain the closed 
shop is definitely the end of la- 
bor’s objectives and not the means 
to the end, 

At a London gas works recently, 
for example, a closed shop was 
achieved in an incident which is 
typical of British unionism. For 
more than a decade a quiet little 


employe of the works had been 
bicycling to work every day faith- 
fully, but for reasons of persona] 
belief, he had never joined the 
union, As the years wore on, he 


mi found himself in company increas- 


smaller and smaller, until 
finally he was the only non-union 
man in the plant. 

He was urged and urged to join, 
but he would not budge, and final- 
ly the rest of the men said they 
would strike unless he did join. 
And so one day he quietly bicycled 
into work and announced that he 
was quitting. He was well liked, 
and the London papers all ran 
shaking hands 
with the union men, who spoke 
highly of him as a working man 
and a companion. Then off he 
went, and today that gas works 
has a closed shop. It may not be 
in the union contract, but it is as 
tight a close< shop as any union 
plant in the United States, 

The closed shop here never takes 
the form of written agreement be- 
tween the union and the employ- 
ers. In fact, very little of union- 
employer relations in Britain is 
reduced to contract terms. But 
the weight of membership support 
behind every union leader is so 
solid that its effectiveness goes 
far beyond any legal contract. 

Issue Being Forced. 

With the Labor Government now 
firmly in power, unions every- 
where have felt an impetus behind 
consideration of their own local 
situations, and the result has been 
a forcing of closed shop cases in 
many spots. The most outstand- 
ing case in the last 18 months was 
that of the London Passenger

poration responsible for London’s 
subway and bus system. 

Here the might Transport and 
General Workers Union—1,250,000 
members strong throughout the 
country—forced a closed shop 
which resulted in the amalgama- 
tion or discharge of several hun- 
dred members of a smal! independ- 
ent transport ynion, which had 
kept alive inside the vast L.P.T.B 
organization, largely because it 
was so far to the left of the Trans- 
port Workers politically. But, be- 
cause the L.P.T.B. is a govern. 
ment organization the advent of 
the closed shop in its ranks posed 
many a question in the House of 
Commons, 

No Official Policy. 

Leaders of the Labor Govern- 
ment have ducked all demands for 
any statement of genera! policy on 
the closed shop issue, maintaining 


that each case must be decided on 
an individual basis, with due con- 
sideration for the strength and 
sentiments of the union involved. 
With so many industries being 
nationalized and the government 
becoming the biggest employer of 
abor in the country, government 
policy on the issue is all important. 

But the government's refusal to 
issue a general policy statement 
acted almost as if it had declared 
for a closed shop, and on two oc- 
casions since then cabinet min- 
isters have held up warning lights 
and the unions, in recent months, 
have taken the hint and curbed 
their more insistent leaders. 

The first hint came from 
Aneurin Bevan, Minister of Health, 
who found himself faced with an 
over-enthusiastic Labor-controlled 
borough council which suddenly 
decided it would hire only union 
nurses in its public hospital.

with his legislative duties.” 

“Buy a Continuance.” 

For several years absenteeism 
in the Legislature has been exten- 
sive. There is seldom a week that 
several lawyers who are members | 
are not absent in both the Senate: 
and House because of law business 
at home. They are trying cases 
they want to try. At the same 
time in virtually every circuit in 
the state there are cases being 
continued on applications of these 
same lawyer-members. They are 
taking advantage of an old stat- 
ute to get continuances in cases 
in which their clients do not want 
to go to trial. |

“Bankers recognize the fact that 
in order to insure the high levels 
of production and employment 
essential to our national economy, 
they will have to provide the fi- 
nancing which will make possible 
the widest distribution of con-.

Furniture Stores’ Situation. 

Roscoe R. Rau, executive vice- 
president of the National Retail 
Furniture Association, told the 
conference that furniture stores, 
because of increased installment 
buying by the public, would need 
much more working capital. 

The installment account per- 
forms the same function for the 
furniture store that the charge 
account does for the department 
store, he continued. Most furni- 
ture stores use the “add-on tech- 
nique,” in which the customer 
makes additional purchases on 
his installment account when he 
goes to the store to make pay- 
ments, he said. “The original .con- 
tract merely initiates a credit re- 
lationship which may last for 
years, in fact for generation after 
generation,” he asserted, 

“The home furnishings business 
of the lower-middle and _ low- 
income groups is handled largely 
by the furniture stores (including 
the mail order houses), These in- 
come groups do not commonly 
use charge accounts for major 
purchases and quite regularly pay 
installments in cash. The appear- 
ance of the customer in the store 
to make a payment creates an op- 
portunity for the sale of additional] 
merchandise which is very im- 
portant to the dealer, 

“Stores thus have their offices 
for receiving payments located so 
that a customer sees a quantity 
of attractive merchandise en route 
to the cashier’s desk or counter. 
By the very ,fact of coming in to 
make a payment, the customer 
proves the right to further credit. 
Payment in the store is an im- 
portant source of new business to 
the merchant.” 

Defends Finance Policy. 

Rau defended the financing of 
“furniture paper” by banks, point- 
ing out that, over a 15-year period, 
the retailer’s investment in install- 
ment paper “proved far safer than 
his investments in real estate 
bonds, common stocks or any 
other kinds of so-called ‘hedge’ 
investments.”

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The New Films

Romantic Psychiatry 


The psychiatric problem and the use of serious music to 
express mood and emotion are becoming fashions in movies 
these days. We doubt if they will be put to use more skillfully 
in any film thah in “THE SECRET HEART,” which opens 

today at LOEW’S STATE. The theme is the 
father-fixation of an 18-year-old girl, shocked 
10 years before by the suicide of her father, a 
frustrated pianist turned banker, and how it 
threatens to block the remarriage of her step- 

mother. 
“The Secret Heart” is not realistic. We 
doubt if the presentation of June Allyson as 
the brooding girl would satisfy a psychiatrist. But it is a heart- 
warming picture, appealing more to the emotions than to the 
mind. Its dramatic structure is neat, overlaid with a romantic 
gioss accentuated by the use of Debussy’s “La Plus Que Lente” 
waltz on the piano as theme music, Its dialogue is smooth, its 
playing slick, its direction by Robert Z. Leonard urbane. The 
comfortable station-wagon-set surroundings in which it is laid 
are not too much disturbed by the occasional emotional tension. 


It avoids any starkness which would cut deep, any laying bare 


of nerves and hearts. Instead it presents a prettily tied package 
covered with a sheen of verisimilitude. It doesn’t shock and 


intrigue. It pleases and entertains. 


Claudette Colbert and Walter Pidgeon are thoroughly com- 
petent as the old sweethearts whose renewed romance is tangled 
by the moonings of the stepdaughter. June Allyson’s work as 
the girl is sensitive enough, but because of the rather shallow 
writing of the problem, her distress often leaves one with a 
reaction closer to annoyance than sympathy. Lionel Barrymore 
makes a brief appearance as a psychiatrist and Richard Derr 
does a credible job as the father who threw himself over cliff 
after saturating the night with Debussy. 


A Bright Musical 


“THE SHOCKING MISS PILGRIM,” at the MISSOURI has 
a deft light touch, some engaging satire, some sprightly music 
by the late George Gershwin and sparkling ‘lyrica by his 
consistently amusing screenplay by George 
Seaton, who also supplied the direction, and 
an idea that a first class screen musical can 
be put on without huge sets and spectacular 
chorus numbers. The result is a comedy with 
music (the description fits.it more accurately 
than the term “musical comedy,” that has 
freshness and a good deal of charm. 

Betty Grable and Dick Haymes have 
hardly impressed us in the past as clever types. Maymes still 
doesn't, and we are convinced a more positive type in his 
role would have improved the affair. But Miss Grable proves 
pleasantly adroit. Her platinum brown hair do has been ex- 
changed for upswept chestnut locks, and she has been made less 
spectacular and more human, although the director hasn’t been 
able ta resist the temptation of showing her in a strapless 
evening gown that, with Miss Grable in it, at least, would have 
caused a diot in the Boston of 1874 where the story is laid. 
She's still no Ina Claire, but does carry the story and songs 
in the spirit in which they were written. 


The story, about Boston's first female “typewriter” as 
stenographers were called: in those days, who becomes a de- 
termined suffragette, offers plenty of opportunity to kid the 
customs of the day and Boston in particular, and a boarding- 
house full of screwballs has been thrown in for good measure. 

The eleven songs aren't top-drawer George Gershwin, but 
there are some pleasant tunes, as “For You, For Me, For Ever- 
more,” “Changing My Tune,” “Aren't You Kind of Glad We 
Did?” and “Waltzing Is Better Sitting Down.” Ira’s lyrics are 
cleverly used to continue the dialogue, a device that should 
be used more often in screen musicals. Technicolor is used, 

The second feature is a weak effort about fortune hunters 
and bandits in China, call “DANGEROUS MILLIONS.” Kent 
Taylor and Dona Drake are in it. 


Tender Foreign Film 


“MARIE LOUISE” which opens Saturday at the WORLD, 
is the product of the same Swiss producer and director who 
made “The Last Chance,” Lazar Wechsler and Leopold Lindt- 
berg. It concerns itself with the French children who for a 

- period during World War II were taken to 
Switzerland from those parts of occupied 
France being bombed by Allied planes for 
three-month vacations. : 

As such, it is a study of the resully of 
war, seen through a child’s remembered ter-. 
ror. Its shots of the gaunt, wistful face of the 
child Josiane, who plays Marie Louise, are 

remarkably eloquent. The cast, especially Heinrich Gretier as 
the grumpy textile manufacturer who loses his heart to the 
little refugee, is excellent. The simple, direct technique is used, 
with a gentle and tender touch, so that at times the movie is 
poignant and appealing. It has the same documentary touch of 
“The Last Chance,” as the author of the screen play, Richard 
Schweizer, based his background on facts. Josiane was actu- 
ally a refugee from Rouen, as she is in the movie, staying in 
Schweizer’s home, and the engaging children shown were also 
actually French refugees. 


In spite of its good points, the movie falls short of expecta- 
tions. Dialogue to the effect that something ought to be done 
about the refugee situation is often too obvious, and its dra- 
matic structure falls apart half-way through. The sudden 
change of pace, in which the children go happily back to 
France, when the whole previous point of the film was that they 
were going back to terror and misery, makes for a flat ending. 
The sound track is weak at times, and the photography is short 
of Hollywood standards. Dialogue is in French and German. 


Also Around Town 


Both the FOX and the SHUBERT have revivals this week. 
The Fox shows “DARK COMMAND” (1940), a story of “Bleed- 
ing Kansas” just before the Civil War, with John Wayne, Claire 
Trevor and Walter Pidgeon, and “MAN OF CONQUEST” (1939), 
a story of Sam Houston with Joan Fontaine, Richard Dix and 
Victor Jory.

Whether it is the speeding up of 
life, or the concentration in big 
cities, or the general machihe age 
in which we live, the fact is very 
evident that mental and emotional 
breakdown among young people is 
more frequent today than it was 
even one generation ago, 

This has led to the attacking 
of the problem at different levels. 
Able psychiatrists who, during the 
war, had charge of men in the 
armed forces traced their troubles 
back to childhood days, and real- 
ized that psychiatric care, to be 
effective, should start at an early 
age.

FOR THIS PURPOSE, here in 
New York City, there has been 
established a center for psychi- 
atric treatment for pre-day nurs- 
ery school children, in the Halsey 
day nursery building at 227 East 
Fifty-ninth street. It is supported 
by the National Council of Jew- 
ish Women. In this building 
there will also be established a 
center to be known as the Council 
for the Child Development Cen- 
ter, where training and advice will 
be available to parents and nurs- 
ery-school teachers, child psychi- 
atrists and psychiatric case work- 
ers,

that the old adage, “Give me a 
child until it is 7, and you can 
have him for the rest of his life,” 
was based on a great truth, for 
it is in these early formative years 
that character is made or broken.

Macy Foundation, I realized that 
the attitude which we held as 
children might very easily obstruct 
our ability to create a family of 
nations.

HE modern trick of covering 
rutabagas with a thin film of 
n to keep them fresh 
and crisp turns them into a most 
practical wintertime vegetable. 
Their economy, natural lovely. yel- 
low golor and their Vitamin A and 
C content add up to an importance 
which homemakers should consid- 
er when planning menus. Be 
cause they have a mild, sweet 
flavor and are crisp, they may be 
grated and used raw in the prep- 
aration of salads just as are Car- 
» rots, 

Combined with shredded cab- 
bage or with raisins and celery 
and dressed with either mayon- 
naise or French dressing, they 
make very appetizing salads. They 
may also be cut neartly into strips 
and served on the relish tray just 
as are carrot sticks. Cooked in a 
covered pan with just enough 
water to make them tender with 
a spoonful or two of liquid left 
over to provide tasty broth for 
each serving and seasoned with 
salt, pepper and butter or mar- 
garine, they are a vegetable of 
rare deliciousness, Cut in large 
cubes or wedges, they make a tasty 
and colorful vegetable to add to 
meat stews as well as to vegetable 
soups. 

Rutabaga or White Turnips. 

Wash turnips thoroughly and 
cut in one-half inch crosswise 
slices. Peel each slice; cut into 
quarters, then into thinner slices 
or cut in dice if desired. Turn in- 
to saucepan, barely cover with 
boiling water, add salt (one tea- 
spoon to one quart water) and boil 
vigorously, uncovered, for 15 min- 
utes; then reduce heat, cover and 
simmer until tender, 10 to 15 min- 
utes longer, by which time very 
little liquid should remain, Serve 
turnips in remaining liquid or 
thicken it with thin flour-water 
paste, or drain off, chill and use 
Hquid in a vegetable cocktail. Add 
three tablespoons butter, a dash 
of black pepper, and one teaspoon 
sugar to each pint cf turnips with 
additional salt to suit taste. In- 
stead of butter, the drained 
turnips may be combined with one 
cup thin white sauce if preferred. 
Two to two and one-half pounds 
raw turnips make five servings.

Combine with crumbled 
bacon three hard-cooked eggs 
(diced), one-third cup mayonnaise, 
one-fourth cup chili sauce, one tea- 
spoon chopped onion, one-half tea- 
spoon vinegar and seasonings to 
taste. Spread generously on but- 
tered whole wheat bread. Makes 
four double sandwiches.

in the field of public health. 

In terms of health it has 
gone far and is going farther. It.

hiding places. The Mississippi 
State Board of Health, captained 
by Dr. Felix J. Und 
backed by the Legislature, lead- 
a the crusade, has won recog- 
nition as one of the most efficient 
organizations of its kind in the 
United States. Entrenched dis- 
eases in a favoring environment 
have been checked. Health edu- 
cation is being s d, Health de- 
partments are functioning in 65 
counties.

The professional staff 
of state and county health depart- 
ments has a liberal sprinkling. of 
people from the East, Midwest, 
West and Canada. 

In the past year previous gains 
were held andthe Legislature went 
on to greater things. Legislation 
made it possible for the State 
Board of..Health to expand the 
general program. Funds were pro- 
vided for helping the 17 counties 
which had been without such 
services and to establish and main- 
tain full-time health departments. 
Funds were provided for educa- 
tional and diagnostic facilities for 
cancer control and for increased 
typhus fever control, including 
elimination of rats, and ratproof- 
ing of business buildings. The 
Legislature increased the appro- 
priations to help counties control 
venereal diseases, It passed regu- 
lations for restraining the harm- 
ful pollution of waters. These and 
numerous other measures were 
passed to make Mississippi a more 
healthful state. | 

There was a pressing need for 
more physicians, The Legislature 
created a Medical Hducation Board 
to receive and pass upon applica- 
tions of medical students for loans 
or scholarships to enable them to 
obtain a standard four-year medi- 
cal education, with the obligation 
of practicing for a period of time 
in designated communities where 
the need is greatest. 

The State Medical Education 
Board is authorized to grant 
loans, not exceeding over a 
four-year period, nor over $1250 
in any one school year, to assist 
medical students tn meeting the 
eosts of medical education, en 
a loan is granted the student is 
asked to sign a contract with the 
state, 


The pioneering plan is called 


‘Mississippi's Medical March. And 


under the plan the young men of 
Mississippi who will be its future 
doctors are marching. Forty- 
seven of them marched into the 
colleges for the first semester of 
1946-47. The students went, ac- 
cording to their preferences, to 
11 different colleges all over the 
country, including Washington 
University School of Medicine,in 
St. Louis. 

Dr. Underwood, executive officer 
of the Mississippi State Board of 
Health and vice-chairman of the 
Medical Education Board, predicts 
with confidence that the program 
will increase the supply of le 
clans from year to year. “These 
young physicians, "he says, “will 
render many years of useful serv- 
ice and will practice in the small- 
er communities where the need 
for physicians is greatest, Many 
will go beyond the mere fulfill- 
ment of a contract and will see 
the needs of the people, interpret 
these needs, and do something 
about them, We look to the fu- 
ture, confident that a citizenry in- 
telligently interested in the wel- 
fare of mankind will provide in 
due time for the total needs of all 
the people by having available 
within the state medical, hospital 
and health center facilities which 
are the foundation of good medical 
service,”

the 1946 Legislature is credited 
with pe rg, Phy Mississippi Com- 
mission on Hospital Care, to set 
up and administer a state-wide 
plan for the conBtruction and 
hospitals, nurses’ 
homes, health centers, clinics and

FELIX J. UNDERWOOD, EXECUTIVE OFFICER OF THE MISSISSIPPI STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
WHOSE ORGANIZATION HAS WON RECOGNITION AS ONE OF THE MOST EFFICIENT IN THE UNITED 


Congress. <A four-year medical 
school as a department of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi was provided 
for, to be established after con- 
struction of a 350-bed teaching 
hospital, 


While work on the foregoing 


new services has only recently 
been started, the state has a long 
and creditable record of achiéve- 
ment against many of its long- 
time health enemies, 3 
Over a period of 10 years the 
venereal disease program has been 
outstanding. It has a number of 
“firsts” to its credit, Among them 
was the establishment of the first 
State Fever Therapy Hospital for 
the treatmient of syphilis of the 
nervous system, EXven in this late 
stage of the disease, approximate- 
per cent of the cases can be 
kept from becoming porenen’ 
charges of the state by special 
fever and chemica] treatment. The 
Legislature took the lead in the 
nation in recognizing the economy 
and humaneness of such meagures 
by making special provisions for 
treating this type of case. Funds 
were appropriated to the Missis- 
sippi State Hospital for the insane 
and in co-operation with the State 
Board of Health and United States 
Public Health Service the State 
Fever Therapy Hospital was set 
up. It is equipped to give hospital 
treatment to 3800 patients a year. 
This program was initiated under 
the direction of an outstanding 
specialist, Dr. H. Worley Kendell. 
Three Public Health Treatment 
Centers for the rapid treatment 
of venereal diseases in the state 
have a total bed capacity of 460, 
which are filled to capacity most 
of the time, During 1946, 20,000 
cases of venereal disease were 
treated in these well-run centers. 
Local health department. clinics 
carry on their end of the venereal 
disease program through ¢ase- 
finding, diagnosis, treatment of 
gonorrhea, education and the 
treatment of cases not suitable 
for rapid treatment. Each of fifty 
counties of the state has a vene- 
real disease investigator and edu- 
cator. The incidence of both 
hilis and gonorrhea in Missis- 
sippi is on the decline. 
Tuberculosis is also being rout- 
ed. The State Sanatorium which 
is under the direction of the State 
Board of Health is free from poll- 
ties to do its life-saving work. The 
Sanatorium has 500 beds which 
authorities admit is too few, but

“Poltroon” Example of Progress. 
HIS is one of those words for 
T wnose origin there is a color 
ful story, which, however, fails 
to stand up to exacting research, 

A “poltroon” ix a coward. And 
it has been accepted more or less 
generally that the term derived 
from the Latin pollice truncus 
meaning “maimed or mutilated in 
the thumb.” ‘“Pollice truncus” 
was the contemptuous expression 
used by the ancient Romans of a 
person who, to get out of military 
service, had deliberately injured, 
even cut off, hig thumb. 

Form, sound and the eircum- 
tances combined to make plaus- 
ible this idea of the origin of “pol- 
treoon,” but one need not pursue 
its etymology very far to refute 
it. 

“Poltroon” comes to use from 
the Italian “poltrone” meaning a 
sluggard, a lazy fellow, and so a 
coward. It is ultimately derived 
from the German “polstar” mean- 
ing a pillow. All of these passed 
over into the French and from the 
French into the English wo in 
which the chief sense that has 
survived is that of a craven Char- 
acter.

WO mobile X-ray units do in- 

tensive tuberculosis case-find- 

ing work. It is planned that 
within a few yéars’ time approxi- 
mately the entire population of the 
atate will be X-rayed. Each county 
health department in the state 
has its own X-ray machine for 
local clinica and follow-up on the 
mass X-raying being done, Em- 
phasis is given to A-raying con- 
tacts of tuberculosis cases, Ne- 
groes, workers in industry, and 
college students, among all of 
whom the disease rates are still 
high. Deaths from tuberculosis 
in Mississippi were reduced last 
year to 40 per 100,000. A reduc- 
tion of more than 70 per cent has 
occurred during the past 25 years. 


Progress in saving lives among 
mothers and babies is also. re- 
vealed by decreasing death rates. 
The infant death rate fell from 
70 per 1000 live births in 1925 to 


48 in 1945, In the same period 
the maternal death rate decreased 
from 9 to 4 These rates in a 
state where midwife care has pre- 
vailed and hospital care has been 
scarce show intensive work by 
public health workers. 

The Lasker Award of the 
Planned Parenthood Federation 
of America was presented in 1944 
to Dr. Underwood for outstanding 
achievements in introducing 
Planned parenthood services in 
oe public health program of the 
state. 


A traveling Child Guidance 
Service established several years 
ago by the Board of Health fo-

adding ‘s, thus: Jones's, Davis's, 
Dickens’s, etc. (See “Possessive,” 
page 1927, Webster’s New Interna- 
tional; College Handbook of Com- 


position, by Woolley and Scott; A
